thor of the bill, said it is aimed at com- 
bating the increase in number of arrests of 
juveniles for serious crimes and the fact 
that 72 per cent of those once arrested 
"were rearrestcd within five years. 


Record Murder Year 


CHICAGO—The Chicago Police Depart- 


ment reported yesterday that there have 
been a record GB5 murders In the city this 
year. 


The previous record was 647, set last 


year.

No Crane Opponent-Yet 


SPRINGFIELD — Republican opposi- 


tion to U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane's bid for 
reelection to the seat in Congress he won 
two weeks ago'didn't materialize yester- 
day, the first day for filing of-nomination 
petitions for next spring's primary elec- 
tions. 


Crane's petitions were the only ones re- 


ceived at Sec. of State Paul Powell's office 
here. Candidates have until next Monday 
to file and get on the March 17 primary 
ballot. 


There has been considerable speculation 


about possible opposition for Crane from 
moderates hi the Republican Party who 
consider Crane's conservatism "out of 
touch" with the Republican mainstream. 
, Apparently, his solid victory over 
Democrat Edward Warm an on Nov. 25 has 
scared any would-be challengers from his 
own party or for that matter from the 
Democratic Party. Warman has been 
slated to run against Crane for a second 
time next fall but nominating petitions for 
him or for other Democratic hopefuls were 
not filed yesterday.

THERE WERE NO other filing sur- 


prises for Northwest suburban residents. 


Four candidates, three of them in- 


cumbents, filed in the -race for Third Dis- 
trict Illinois House of Representative 
scats, and two candidates for Third Dis- 
trict Senate seats. 


The House candidates are Republican in- 


cumbents Eugene F. Schlickman, Arling- 
ton Heights, David J. Regner of Mount 
Prospect, Democrat incumbent Mrs. Eu- 
genia Chapman of Arlington Heights and 
Democratic challenger Gerald J. Mannix 
of Palatine.

Three representatives are elected for the 


two-year House terms in each district. Un- 
der the Illinois system of cumulative vot- 
ing, a voter may cast three votes for .one 
candidate and this has assured election of 
one Democrat in the heavily-Republican 
Third District. Mrs: Chapman is seeking 
her fifth term.

Six shacks hi which 17 Spanish-Ameri- 


cans had been living were being burned 
yesterday by the Elk Grove Village Fire 
Department. 


Huge billows of black smoke could be 


seen on the north side of the village as 
firemen began to destroy the structures 
that were built years ago as homes for 
migrant farm workers. 


The shacks, one of which was classified 


as a trailer, .were on the Orland Busse 
farm at 1100 Landmeier Road in the vil- 
lage. 


Firemen also were burning several 


unoccupied shacks nearby on property 
owned by Centex Corp. 


THE BUILDINGS .were ordered de- 


stroyed by Fire Chief Allen Hulett follow- 
ing a Saturday morning inspection by the 
building and fire departments. 


'Hulett said he was acting on orders of 


Village Mgr. Charles Willis. 


"These are dangerous buildings," said 


Hulett yesterday. "We're going to, make 
sure no one lives in them." 


Hulett said the residents of the shacks 


had been provided for by a personal check 
from Mrs. June Kuehl and a special fund 
of the fire department. 


HULETT SAID MOST of the 17 residents 


wanted to go back to Texas and that they 
had been planning 'to leave soon. 


Severai have left and otihers are being 


housed temporarily, free of charge, at the 
Holiday Inn, Air Lane Motel, and Elk 
Grove Motel. 


Among occupants of the shacks were: 
Marie Rodriguez, staying at the Holiday 


Inn; Santos Mireles and two children, 15 
and 10 years old, staying with a sister in 
Rosemont; John Peres and his wife and 
two children, 4 and 2 years old, staying at 
a motel and leaving for Texas in two 
weeks; a brother ' of-- Perez who left 
recently with his family of four for La- 


.Texas;, and Jesus Flores, who lived with 
Jtoee '.other men in the trailer, staying at a 
motel until they can purchase a trailer. 


Hulett said most of the residents were 


employed in Centex Industrial Park. 


HULETT SAID he would not disclose the 


rent paid by. 'the residents because of an 
agreement with the landowner, Orland 
Busse. 


He said that Busse has "cooperated ex- 


cellently." • 


Hulett said the residents of the shacks 


had inadequate heating and sanitary facil- 
ities. '- 


They obtained their water .from the 


Busse farmhouse, 'about 150 yards away, 
he said. There were several outhouses 
near the shacks. 


HULETT POINTED out to a reporter 


that a fire occurred in one of the shacks 
Nov. 29, the same day of- the fire at 1806 
Landmeier in which the three Arenas chil- 
dren died. 


"The fuel oil space heater caught fire," 


Hulett said. "The mother used a blanket to 
put it out but then the blanket caught on 
fire so she took it outside." 


Two children were on a bed in the 9-by- 


15-foot shack while this was happening, 
Hulett said. After the fire he said the fam- 
ily used open fiame of a gas cook stove for 
heat. 


IN ANOTHER of the shacks, Hulett 


pointed out that the space heater was only 
four inches away from a bed. Also, next to 
the space heater was a can of fuel oil. 


The stovepipe led to the ceiling which 


had been covered by cardboard. 


"When we saw this Saturday, we de- 


cided to burn them down," he said. 


One unidentified woman at the scene 


who was taking pictures told a reporter 
that America is not a free country if fire- 
men can come in and burn down buildings. 
She took a few more pictures and left to 
visit the Busse residence. 


Hulett, who was busy filming and tape 


recording the scene as firemen burned the 
sba«ks, later commented: 


"If we learned anything from the Are- 


nas fire — it's let's not let it happen 
again."

a s k i n g the cooperation of residents 
throughout the area served by Paddock 
Publications in obtaining information on 
land grants in Elk Grove Township. 


Cook County records go back only as far 


as the Chicago fire in 1872, although set- 
tlers moved into the township about 1834. 
The first settlers were somewhat like 
squatters because the township section 
lines were not laid out until about 1847 and 
township government was established in 
1850. 


Early claims were sold to the farmers 


directly from the United States govern- 
ment and farmers were allowed to file on 
tracts up to 160 acres or what is now 
equivalent to one section. 


Some families with many sons were able 


to amass larger tracts by filing for adja- 
cent land The land was sold for $2 an acre 
and only one fourth of the total pnce had 
to be paid in cash. The farmer had to have 
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a crop on the land the first growing season 
and a house on the land shortly after. 


ANY FAMILY DEED with entries be- 


fore 1872 would provide valuable informa- 
tion to an Elk Grove Township history the 
society is 'writing. The deeds would not 
have to leave family possession, because 
information would be copied from them. 
Mrs. Robert Freund, historian of the 
society, CL 5-6175, will visit families with 
old property deeds if they will call for an 
appointment. 


Many families lived in Elk Grove from 


1847 or slightly later and while they pur- 
chased their farms from other owners, the 
information on their deeds would show 
who owned the farm's before that time. 
Since many of the farms did not change 
hands again until the late 1950's, the 
society hopes area residents will have old 
family papers containing information even 
the county recorder of deeds lacks. 


A sample deed might read — "United 


States to Charles Follensbee, receipt for 
148.48 acres, United States to Charles Fol- 
lansbee (sic) grants the premises above, 
rec. May 20,1850, for $185 60." 


IN 1852 THE population of Elk Grove 


Township was only 672 people, many of 
whom were children. In 1850 a survey of 
names along Mount Prospect Road includ- 
ed: Bourke, Aherns, C. Laging, Brandt 
Stega, Ostman, Biesterfelt, Mensching, 
Higgins. Other important names would be 
Tonne (Fred), H. Senne, Everding, Wille, 
Henjes, Page (Fred or ME.), Walton, 
Barnes, Miner, Allen, Leander Collins, 
Whiting, Asa Davis, Horace Rice, John 
Walton, E. B. Wheeler, Shelby, Curtis, Ca- 
leb Lamb, George A. Knowles, Lucius 
Skinner. 


The society is also interested in exam- 


ining any Indian artifacts that may have 
been found in Elk Grove Township, but 
emphasizes that these items will be left 
with their owners. The location of some of 
these finds will be included in the township 
history and will be used to determine the 
site of an Indian village and mound, now 
believed to have been located within the 
original grove. 


THE SOCIETY WOULD also like to 


reach members of the family of Alfred 
Schwake, the owner of a tavern in the Elk 
Grove area, It has been learned that he 
had a large map of local farms displayed 
in his tavern. Families who have any in- 
formation which they believe to be of in- 
terest are asked to call Mrs. Freund at the 
number listed.

Jet Smoke Will End 


Those ugly streaks of black smoke 


which trail jets taking off from O'Hare In- 
ternatibnal Airport are harmless. 


That's what the Air Transport Associ- 


ation (ATA), a service organization repre- 
senting most of the certificated airlines in 
the country says. 


In addition, the association says those 


esthetioally unpleasing streaks will be dis- 
appearing in the mid-seventies until they 
are completely eliminated by the latter 
part of the decade. 


The association recently made its case 


clear in a press conference about two 
weeks after Illinois Atty. Gen. William 
Scott filed suit to force 23 airlines to in- 
stall air-pollution control devices on jets 
using Chicago's two major airports. 


WHAT SUBURBANITES see trailing 


jets leaving O'Hare is particulaite matter 
— carbon — simply called smoke. No sul- 
fur compounds and very IMe carbon 
monoxide are produced hj jet engine ex- 


hausts, says the ATA. 


The association points out that aircraft 


emit about one per cent of man-made pol- 
lutants into the atmosphere, a negligible 
percentage when compared to industry 
and automobiles. 


The association says jet aircraft produce 


"small amounts" of hydrocarbon and oth- 
er organic gases, aerosols (smoke), oxides 
of nitrogen and carbon monoxide. 


A report by the Department of Health, 


Education and Welfare in 1968 states that 
size and composition of carbon particles in 
jet exhaust "conveys a visual impression 
of smoke considerably out of proportion to 
the actual partdculate content." 


EVEN SO, THE association says it 


wants to eliminate the participate mat- 
ter which is familiar to the skies near 
the airport. 


Cause of the smoke is incomplv.-*: -;om- 


bustfon in the combustion chambers of the 
turbine engines which power the jets. Un- 


No Transit Aid? 


Chicago and its neighbor suburbs can 


forget about federal funds for trans- 
portation until the area gets a regional 
transportation plan. 


This was a declared consensus of some 


50 persons meeting Monday to discuss the 
future of mass transportation in the met- 
ropolitan community. 


A six-man ad hoc committee, including 


Elk Grove 'Village Pres. Jack Pahl, was 
appointed to determine how Chicago and 
its ring of suburbs could qualify for feder- 
al department of transportation (DOT) 
funds. 


AFTER DETERMINING DOT require- 


ments for a regional transportation plan, 
it is expected the ad hoc committee would 
propose ways the Chicago metropolitan 
area could draw up this plan. 


Called by the Northeastern Illinois Plan- 


ning Commission (NIPC), the meeting 
used Palatine's application for a trans- 
portation center as an example of Wash- 
ington's negative attitude toward funding 
projects without a regional set of trans- 
portation priorities. The Palatine appli- 
cation for a mass transportation center 
was turned down by the federal govern- 
ment last month. 


The Northwest suburbs have a stake in a 


regional transportation plan as area may- 
ors are hoping to determine the locale 
need for federal funding of transportation. 
The Northwest Municipal Conference has

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Mental Health Roles of 3 Agencies Outlined 


by SANDRA BROWNING 


Last of Three Part* 


A report on mental health and mental 


retardation services In four townships out- 
lines tb« suggested roles of the three spon- 
soring agencies in the development of 
comprehensive car* for the area, 


The survey's three sponsors included St. 


Alexius Hospital, EDc Grove Village; 
Northwest Mental Health Association, Ar- 
lington Heights, and Otearbrook Center for 
the Retarded. 


The report, prepared by health oare con- 


sultant* Herman Smith and Associato, 
covered the .present mental health and 
mental retardation services IB tht town- 
ships of Palatine, Elk Grove, Wheeling 
and Schaumburg. The survey *lso made 
recommendations on ways to provide a 
comprehensive plan to provide well- 
rounded services to resident* of the four 
township area. 


IN REFERENCE to St. Alexius Hospi- 


tal, the report stated that recent major 
changes in the treatment of emotional dis- 
orders have led to recognition of the need 
to provide «cut« psychiatric services in a 
community general hospital. 


"As a comprehensive medical center for 


the community, the general hospital is 
able to provide a continuum of patient 
care," according to the survey. 


Often hospitals will find emotional prob- 


lems connected with physical disorders 
and conversely, the psychiatrist 
often 


needs the diagnostic facilities of the gener- 
al hospital and the ready availability of 
other doctors for complete care of his 
patient. 


ANOTHER ADVANTAGE of providing 


psychiatric services in a local general hos- 
pital is the proximity of the service and 
the transition from home to hospital to 
home Is simpler and smoother, in the con- 
sultants' opinion. 


"St. Alexius Hospital is in an excellent 


position to provide the inpatlent services 
as part of a comprehensive community 
mental health program," the report 
stated. 


"It is well established as a community 


general hospital and maintains excellence 
in patient care." 


The consultants recommended an initial 


allowance of IS to 20 beds for inpatlent 
psychiatric care, with full scale planning 
to provide up to 30 beds. A short-term in- 
tensive care unit should include milieu 
therapy, psychotherapy, 
chemotherapy, 


shock 'therapy (optional), recreational 
therapy, occupational therapy and the gen- 
eral availability of medical treatment. 


THE CONSULTANTS recommended that 


alcoholics and drug addicts should be ac- 


cepted in this shorUerm intensive can 
unit at the hospital. 


As an initial stop in developing psy- 


chiatric services, St. Alexius should be 
prepared to provide emergency care to 
psychiatric patients, according to the re- 
port. This service would assure persona] 
safety and planned care without further 
shock and delay to the patient in crisis. 


Emergency situations might include sui- 


cide, depression and anxious persons, in-

In addition to intensive care, St. Alexius 


should provide a program of evening, 
night sod weekend cam to supplement day 
care rendered at the mental health center, 
according to the recommendations. 


"The fine rehabilitation facilities at St. 


Alexius Hospital should be brought to bear 
on those mentally handicapped patients 
with physical impediments;" ttw con- 
sultants recommended. These facilities 
should be established for treating the 
physical medical problems of the special 
education program and other relevant pro- 
grams affiliated with the proposed com- 
prehensive community mental health cen- 
ter. 


Studying the facilities of the Northwest 


Mental Health Clinic, which is operated by 
the Northwest Mental Health Association, 
the consultants commented: "Through its 
outpatient services, the clinic, over the 
years, has ably demonstrated that it can 
carry on excellent programs." 


RECOMMENDATIONS for services to 


be provided by the clinic include out- 
patient treatment, day care, consultation 
and education, diagnostic services, pre- 
care and aftercare coordination of the oth- 
er mental health agendea in training pro-

The report stressed the importance of 


the mental health clinic, pointing out that 
It is .needed for coordinated care for the 
mentally and emotionally ill. "It is a 
clearing house for help,, interacting .with 
an other agencies both within the mental 
health center and those providers ol care 
outside the center," the survey stated. 


The consultants suggested the admis- 


sions policies continue the same as they 
are now and that walk-ins and referrals be 
accepted as of the present time. 


"A WELL EQUIPPED and well staffed 


unit should be prepared to diagnose and 
classify psychiatric disorders, determine 
the need for supportive services, and 
should be prepared to interpret findings to 
appropriate agencies both within the or- 
ganizational structure of the mental health 
center and to other providers of care," the 
consultants wrote. 


The outpatient treatment at the clinic 


•should include individual psychotherapy, 
electro-convulsive therapy (optional), fam- 
ily therapy and home visits, according to 
the recommendations. The intake unit of 
the center would handle all patients for all 
of the comprehensive mental health pro- 
grams unless an emergency occurred 
where the client would go directly to the 
hospital. 


In addition to the proposed services, the 


consultantst recommended that the present 
clinic regularly schedule coffee hours or 
Informal mental health exchange periods 
so that interested individuals, clients and 
agencies can feel a part of the out-patient 
service. 


CONSULTATION AND education should 


be a part of the mental health center and 
due to its present activities, the Northwest 
Mental Health Clink should be the moti- 
vating force and coordinator of these ser- 
vices, the survey stated. The education 
program should promote positive mental 
health by helping people acquire knowl- 
edge to foster and maintain mental well- 
being, according to the consultants. 


In its study of the program at Clear- 


brook Center for the Retarded, the con- 
sultants noted "The Clearbrook Center has 
been doing a remarkable job in serving 
mentally retarded and emotionally dis- 
turbed children in preschool and day 


school programs." 


"Clearbrook Center is' most qualified to 


initiate courses of action in prevention, 
diagnosis, education and training of pre- 
schoolers with mental retardation prob- 
lems, severe emotional problems or mul- 
tiple handicaps," according to the survey. 


The consultants also suggested the voca- 


tional rehabilitation services for adults 
should be continued and expanded as 
should the social and recreational pro- 
grams offered by Clearbrook. 


"OF THE THREE sponsoring agencies, 


the Clearbrook Center (in Rolling Mead- 
ows) is the most ideally located for consid- 
eration as a mental health center campus: 


it is in the center of the four-township 
area, in a residential area, and with easy 
access to all major highways serving the 
four townships," the consultants wrote. 


The survey states that St. Alexius Hospi- 


tal, Clearbrook Center and the Northwest 
Mental Health Association have excellent 
programs and staffs from which to form 
the nucleus of leadership necessary to be- 
gin planning. 


The 140-page survey prepared by the 


consultants provides a blueprint for the 
three sponsors and other 
interested 


agencies to provide comprehensive care 
for the area. The report will hopefully ac- 
tivate agency wide participation.

The Way We See It 


Worse Than Death... 


The argument 'over whether to 


abolish capital punishment 
has 


raged for so long it's become a clas- 
sic debate topic in classrooms. 


The opposing positions have them- 


selves become classic, centering on 
whether the death penalty is a de- 
terrent, or whether it is immoral. 


Nothing has affected the argu- 


ment like the passage of time, and it 
Is time that may ultimately finish 
off capital punishment as a valid 
penalty in Illinois and the United 
States. 


By its very disuse, the penalty is 


becoming a thing of the past. And so 
it should be. 


The penalty is invoked so sporad- 


ically that no statistical case can be 
made for it. It is applied so unevenly 
in so-called capital cases that crimi- 
nals can't think about it realistically 
— if they think at all — before en- 
gaging in a capital crime. It is used 
so rarely in some states that the ef- 
fect is the same as not being on the 
books at all, so it becomes a sham. 


The worst element in the appli- 


cation of the death penalty is the hu- 
man effect. 


Prospectus 


We have long felt that putting a 


person to death for a crime is an 
inhuman, barbarous act, out of 
place in a civilized society, and 
made even more heinous by the lack 
of any real proof that it serves any 
positive purpose. 


Now society increasingly is engag- 


ing in a practice even more in- 
human — the dangling for years of 
men sentenced to die, never know- 
ing when or whether the axe will 
fall. 


Illinois is the prime example. 
No person has been legally put to 


death in this state for more than 
seven years — since James Dukes 
was electrocuted in Cook County jail 
on Aug. 24,1962. 


There are now 23 men on death 


row in Illinois,,22 of them at State- 
ville-and one at the nearby Joliet 
prison branch. 


One of them — Charles Townsend 


— has been there for almost 15 
years, since he was convicted for 
the killing of a man In a $4.80 rob- 
bery. 


It is not a question of whether a 


man like Charles Townsend de- 


serves punishment. It is not a case 
of clamoring for sympathy for the 
man, pleading that he get another 
chance to find a place in society. 


The question is whether any man 


can be sentenced to die for a crime, 
be locked in a cell and be kept there 
for years, be forced to live with the 
thought that some day he might be 
led out of the cell and put to death. 


In the meantime, he waits, ap- 


peals drag on endlessly through the 
courts, execution dates are set and 
postponed. 


It's an expensive, cruel and sense- 


less ritual" that dignifies neither the p | * " 
rfl 
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criminal nor the system. Someday it I 
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must be ended. 


The appeals courts have heen the 


biggest offenders in this ritual, in 
effect putting off definitive action 
while the debate goes on, stretching 
out the agony for each individual of- 
fender, refusing to act directly on 
the merit or lack of merit in each 
appeal. 


If the courts won't change, the law

Actually, the answer is simple. 
I think it has something to do with 


brainwashing. Military style. The kind of 
brainwashing a young l&-year -old soldier 
gets the day he is Inducted Into the ser- 
vice. And it goes on through boot and ad- 
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vanced infantry training until he is firing 
on the front line. 


"Kill the VC. The VC is Charley. Char- 


ley is a dirty gook. He is women and chil- 
dren, as weU as men. If you don't get him 
first, he'll sure as hell get you. 


"All of you men are going to Vietnam. 


You better learn your stuff here or they'll 
be sending you home in a pine box. It's too 
late to learn, once you get over there. And 
if you screw up, your buddy's gonna shoot 
you maybe to save his neck. Or to save 
the entire company's neck, maybe. 


"All of you are going to be shot at. 


Many of you will be wounded. A few of 


you will be killed. That's the way it is. It's 
no game gentlemen, so pay attention."

The Arlington Wall: Airlift Next?

BULLETIN (INS) Arlington Heights, 111. 


— The embattled residents of five residen- 
tial streets Inside The Wall of this once- 
quiet village vowed this morning to hold 
out to the last man, woman and child rath- 
er than submit to "paving without repre- 
sentation.'' 


The 16-foot wall went up last week 


around the five streets in the center of this 
divided, embittered suburban community 
as an act of defiance by the homeowners 
after they learned they would be assessed 
as much as $1,500 for new curbing, sewers 
«nd street paving against thdr wffl. 


They vowed to disannex 
themselves 


from the village rather than submit to 
what they considered a dictatorial edict 
from 
a government (The board of Local 


Improvement) located on the other side of 
the railroad tracks. 


SOU troops stationed outside The Wall 


were surprised at dawn this morning when 
a small, band-made flag was hoisted 
above a garage on the other side of The 
Wall. The (lag depicted a small evergreen 
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tree standing straight and tall with an ax 
cutting deep into it. The legend over the 
tree read, "Divided we get paved!" 


THE ONLY MOVEMENT through The 


Wall this past week has been by the 
United States Postal Service. So far, the 
U. S. Government has taken no position on 
the threatened disamexatkm. A high Nix- 
on official has indicated they would prefer 


to have the matter go before the Illinois 
Constitutional Convention rather than get 
involved in a land war a thousand mites 
from Washington, D. C.' 


Mailmen coming out of The Wall have 


reported the residents of the five streets, 
who are calling themselves BOLU (Board 
of Local Unimprovements), are deter- 
mined to break off from Arlington Heights 
and form their own independent village of 
Curbless Heights. 


There have been unconfirmed reports all 


week that some members of BOLU have 
been sneaking outside The Wail through 
unimproved sewers in search of support 
from sympathetic villagers in other parts 
of Arlington Heights. 


A SOURCE HIGH in the BOLE adminis- 


tration has admitted privately he fears at 
least three, possibly four, more Walls go- 
ing up in areas of the village where BOLI 
has threatened to pave and curb. 


He also indicated that preliminary nego- 


tiations are underway to let people outside 
The Wall visit their relatives inside The 
Wall Christmas Day.

"It's too bad what happened to those

AND IF YOU CAN justify war, you can 


justify killing. And if you can justify kill- 
ing the enemy, it's not hard to justify kill- 
ing suspected enemy. Even women and 
children. 


I'm not condoning what happened that 


black day at Song My. Pinkville, if you 
prefer. It was a tragedy, and not the first 
either. And there is nothing we can do to 
change what happened. 


It was a war crime, to be sure. But who 


is to Mame? Doesn't this happen some- 
times? Yes, it does. It did. , 


Bloody Quang Nai Province. A platoon 


of men kill perhaps 500 innocent victims. 
And who is to blame? What can we do to 
prevent further American atrocities? 


I don't know. I don't know about the war 


at all, for that matter. Men at war are 
funny, sometimes.

For anyone who has been hibernating 


for the past six months, Donald L. Rums- 
feld, congressman for the past seven 
years, no longer represents the north and 
northwest suburbs on the floor of the 
United States House of Representatives.

they in anything near a majority. 


BUT ALL of them were workers for

they met us or other newspaper people, 
launched vicious attacks on the "liberal 
press," failing to understand that, by gol- 
ly, not everyone shares the same philoso- 
phy and the world would be in bad shape 
if they did.

most bitter.

Army Offers Short Term 
Non-Comm Officer Course 


Over a year ago the United States Army 


began what appeared to be a daring de- 
parture from the traditional manner of 
training soldiers to be combat leaders. 
Called the Noncommissioned Officers Can- 
didate Course, the program took a raw re- 
cruit from civilian to sergeant in less than 
10 work-filled, rugged months. 


Old soldiers, both officer and enlisted, 


were concerned at first about the quality 
of these swiftly-trained young men. How- 
ever, their record of performance in Viet- 
nam has exceeded expectations and com- 
manders have been loud in praise of their 
accomplishments. 
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The Army has now decided to carry the 


program one step further and permit qual- 
ified young men to enlist directly from ci- 
vilian life for this particular training. 


Applicants must be at least 18 years of 


age, be a high school graduate or have 
completed successfully the high school 
general education development test, be of 
good moral character and be recommend- 
ed by the NCO Leadership Board. 


The prospective candidate must also 


achieve satisfactory scores on- certain 
Army aptitude tests and the officer quali- 
fication inventory. Significantly, the Army 
will follow almost the'same procedure as 
that used for officer candidates. 


If the young man meets these quali- 


fications, he will be enlisted for the 
NCOCC under the -120-day delayed enlist- 
ment program and returned home to await 
his reporting date. He may also select the 
NCOCC for which he is to enlist such as 
infantry, armor, field artillery, air defense 
artillery or engineers. 


When he reports for duty his first as- 


signment will be to basic combat training 
followed by advanced individual training 
in the combat arm he has selected. From 
his AIT stent, he will go to either Fort 
Benning, Ga. for infantry NCOCC, Fort 
Sill, Okla., for field artillery or to Fort 
Knox, Ky. for armor. Engineers will train 
at Fort Leonard Wood, Mo., with air de- 
fense artillerymen going to Fort Bliss, 
Tex. 


The candidate will enter the NCOCC as 


a corporal and be promoted to sergeant 
when he finishes the formal phase of in- 
struction. The time span between entry on 
active duty and completing the course is 
normally nine months. 


There is one note of caution, however, in 


that the training program has been specif- 
ically designed to place the young soldier 
under physical, mental and emotional 
pressure to simulate as closely as possible 
the stress and fatigue of combat. 


This perhaps explains the reason why 


graduates have performed in such an out- 
standing manner. Only the best have been 
chosen and only the best have the motiva- 
tion and determinaton to complete the 
course.

Democrat Edward Warman on Nov. 25 has 
scared any would-be challengers from his 
own party or for that matter from the 
Democratic Party, Warman has been 
slated to run against Crane for a second 
time next fall but nominating petitions for 
him or for other Democratic hopefuls were 
not filed yesterday. 


THERE WERE NO other filing sur- 


prises for Northwest suburban residents. 


Four candidates, three of them in- 


cumbents, filed in the race for Third Dis- 
trict Illinois House of Representative 
seats, and two candidates for Third Dis- 
trict Senate seats. 


The House candidates are Republican in- 


cumbents Eugene F. Schlickman, Arling- 
ton Heights, David J. Regner of Mount 
Prospect, Democrat incumbent Mrs. Eu- 
genia Chapman of Arlington Heights and 
Democratic challenger Gerald J. Mannix 
of Palatine.

them," Mrs. Mullins said. She empha- 
sized, however, that the committee is 
working on a preliminary study and dis- 
annexation may not be favored or recom- 
mended. 


"Even if this is the case, it may not 


come about for a number of years," she 
said. 


She indicated no concern with Mrs. Sea- 


ver's candidacy, but did say she was 
somewhat disturbed by a comment citing 
the disannexation study as the reason £01 
her candidacy recently made by GOP 
Committeeman Donald L Totten. 


"Basically, I feel that it would be just

The 1869 graduating class of James B. 


Conant High School, Hoffman Estates, Illi- 
nois, "reveals the growth of the commu- 
nity and maturation of the school," ac- 


cording to Ronald E. Penche, assistant 
principal. 


The 1969 class is only Conant's fourth 


graduating class since its doors opened la 
September 1964. Since the first graduate* 
of 1966, the class size has almoet doubled, 
from 258 to 448 students, reflecting the 
quickly growing suburbs. 


The areas served by Conant High are 


Hoffman Estates, Hanover Park and 
Schaiimburg. Comprised of moderately 
priced homes and predominately young 
families, the value placed on higher edu- 


cation is apparent in the increasing num- 
ber of students attending college: 93 out of 
the 258 in the-1966 class as compared with 
the 224 out of 448 1969 graduates. 


ACCORDING TO Lucille Berglund, di- 


rector of guidance and counseling, the 
number of Illinois state scholarships rose 
from 16 to 66 for the 1969 class for their 
performance on the American college tests 
and their academic accomplishments. 


The 1969 class was an experimental 


class for a number of educational in- 
novations at Conant.

THE GOVERNOR'S immediate-action 


program is to improve deteriorating high- 
ways throughout the state. 


William F. Cellini, state public works di- 


rector, said Friday's announcement repre- 
sents only a part of the highway improve- 
ments planned for Cook County in 1970. 
Additional projects are to be announced 
later this month. 


Busse Road is to be widened to four 


lanes between the Northwest Tollway and 
G o l f Road. The estimated cost is 
11,929,016. Algonquin Road is to get addi- 
tional lanes for 3.75 miles through 
Schaumburg, between Route S3 and 


Ask Computer Use 


The science and math departments in 


Palntine-Schnumburg High School Dist. 
211 will present a proposal to the district 
curriculum 
committee Dec. 18 to add 


computer-based classes to the g e n e r a 1 
curriculum. 


In a two-part proposal, the math depart- 


ment is seeking to add n two-week capsule 
review of computer work to the second se- 
mester geometry course this year and a 
semester-long computer course which 
would teach use of computers next year. 


The science department has tentative 


plans to teach FORTRAN, the scientific 
computer language, in advanced science 
courses if access to a computer can be 
arranged. 


"WE HA"E studied for two months 


what other schools in the area are doing," 
WilHam McCauley, Conant High School 
math department chairman, sold to the 
Dist, 211 board at its meeting Thursday 
night. The committee observed similar 
programs at Forest View, Miles and Oak 
Park schools. 


The math and social science depart- 


ments presented a curriculum review to 
the board, part of a year-long program to 
acquaint the board with all departments in 
the district. 


The curriculum committee's recommen- 


dation to the board as to whether the dis- 
trict should add computer courses to the 
curriculum will hinge on facilities avail- 
able for teaching such courses. 


Dist. 211 now has an IBM 1401 series 


computer in the district office for business 
purposes. The computer uses COBOL, 
common business oriented language, and 
not FORTRAN. If the district's computer 
were to be used for instruction, it would 
have to be updated and expanded to in- 
clude FORTRAN, the scientific computer 
language. 


"There are three ways of implementing 


a computer class program," McCauley 
told the board. The district could purchase 
small computers for the Individual school 
building, it could buy time from a comput- 
er outside the district, or it could increase 
the capacity of Its own 1401 computer. 


A MONTH AGO, THE science depart- 


ment, in its presentation to the board, ex- 
pressed interest in teaching FORTRAN to 
students planning to go into engineering in 
college. To obtain computer problem sol- 
ving courses, Dist. 211 students presently 
are sent to Harper Junior College or Illi- 
nois Institute of Technology. 


The 1401 series computer the district has 


is used for payroll and related programs, 
some class scheduling and grade report- 
ing. If its capacity is increased, math, sci- 
ence, and related departments couM use 
the computer for instruction. 


Dist. 211 currently has data processing 


courses In eacti of the three high schools. 
In an earlier report to the board, the busi- 
ness education department also expressed 
an Interest in having access to computers 
for business courses. 


6 Migrant Shacks Burned

Six shacks in which 17 Spanish-Ameri- 


cans had been living were being burned 
yesterday by the Elk Grove Village Fire 
Department. 


Huge billows of block smoke could be 


seen on the north side of the village as 
firemen began to destroy the structures 
that were built years ago M homes for 
migrant farm workers. 


The shacks, one of which was classified 


os a trailer, were on the Orland Busse 
farm at 1100 Lnndmeler Road in the vil- 
lage. 


Firemen also were burning several 


unoccupied shacks nearby on property 
owned by Centex Corp. 


THE BUILDINGS were ordered de- 


stroyed by Fire Chief Allen Hulett follow- 
ing a Saturday morning inspection by the 
building and fire departments. 


Hulett said he was acting on orders of 


Village Mgr. Charles Willis. 


"These are dangerous buildings," said 


Hulett yetlerday. "We're going to make 
sure no one Ilvf3 in them." 


Hulett said the residents of the shacks 


had been provided for by a personal check 
from Mrs. June Kuehl and a special fund 
of the fire department. 


HULETT SAID MOST of the 17 residents 


wanted to go back to Texas and that they 
had been planning to leave soon. 


Several have left and others are being 


housed temporarily, free of charge, »t the 
Holiday Inn, Air Lane Motel, and Elk 
Grove Motel. 


Among occupants of the shacks were: 
Marie Rodriguez, staying at the Holiday 


Inn; Santos Mireles and two children, 15 
and 10 years old, staying with a sister In 
Rosemont; John Perez and his wife and 
two children, 4 and 2 years old, staying at 
a motel and leaving for Texas in two 
weeks; « brother of Perez who left 
recently with Us family of four for La- 
redo, Tex.; Hogelk) Villarreal, who left for 
Texas; and Jesus Flores, who lived with 
three other men In the trailer, staying at a 
motel until they can purchase a trailer. 


Hulett «aid most of the residents were 


employed in Centex Industrial Park. 


HULETT SAID he would not disclose the 


rent p«td by the residents because of an 
agreement with the landowner, Orland 
Busse 


He said that Buiwe nu "cooperated ex- 


eettMtly." 


Hulett Mid the mldento of tot shacks 


had Inadequate heating and sanitary facil- 
ities. 


They obtained their water from the 


Busse farmhouse, about 150 yards away, 
he said. There were several outhouses 
near the shacks. 


HULETT POINTED out to a reporter 


that a fire occurred in one of the shacks 
Nov. 29, the same day of the fire at 1806 
Landmeier in which the three Arenas chil- 
dren died. 


"The fuel oil space heater caught fire," 


Hulett said. "The mother used a blanket to 
put it out but then the blanket caught on 
fire so she took it outside." 


Two children were on a bed in the 9-by- 


15-foot shack while this wa* happening, 
Hulett aaid, After the fire he Mid the fam- 
ily used open flame of a gas cook stove for 
beat. 


IN ANOTHER of the shacks, Hulett 


pointed out that the space heater waa only 
four inches away from a bed. Also, next to 
the space heater was a can of fuel oil. 


The stovepipe led to the ceiling which 


had been covered by cardboard. 


"When we saw this Saturday, we de- 


cided to burn them down," he aaid. 


One unidentified woman at the scene 


who was taking pictures told a reporter 
that America is not a free country if fire- 
men can come in and burn down buildings. 
She took a few more pictures and left to 
visit the Busse residence. 


Hulett, who waa busy filming and tape 


recording the scene as firemen burned the 
shacks, later commented: 


"If we learned anything from the Are- 


nas fire - it's let's not let it happen 
again."

Each student worked independently on • 


project which would show his final work to 
be a combination of all learned and ac- 
quired skills The projects' wide range in- 
cluded tapes, oil paintings, sculptures, mu- 
sical scores, dramatic presentations, re- 
search papers and reports as well as mis- 
cellaneous presentations'. 


Both student and teacher evaluations 


comprising the grade took into account a 
number of factors: use of time and facil- 
ities, use of community facilities, creative- 
ness and responsibility. 


Even if the student made a mistake at 


some point in his research or approach, it 
was considered a positive learning experi- 
ence if the student realized bis mistake. 


MRS. BRENNER PRAISED the class as 


being "a highly motivated and exceptional 
class. Because of the 1969 class, the pro- 
gram will be extended to all seniors." 


From the class of 1969, 96 students were 


p l a c e d in business atnd occupations 
through the business and the deversdfied 
occupations departments. 


Mrs. Olga Smith, chairman of the busi- 


ness department, placed 51 girts in secre- 
tarial, clerical and typing positions after 
graduation. The devereified occupations 
department was expanded into three divi- 
sions because of its success with the 1969 
class.

that a skilled worker has value and should 
not be looked down on by college-bound 
students. 


"The student in a 'D.O.' program often 


becomes more aware and involved in the 
outside world. He is usually more prac- 
tical and much more prepared. He learns 
how to budget time and money, problems 
which most college students continually 
struggle with." 


BY THE ENLARGEMENT of the D.O , 


which is partially due to "the fine per- 
formance of the 1969 class," Losee feels 


that "Conant High is nearing the idea of 
more universal education as defined by 
James B. Conant." 


The classof 1969 contributed much in the 


way of ideas in student government and 
activities to the younger classes. 


Richard Gerz, alumni director, said, 


"The 
1969 class was more free-spirited 


and less-directed. Ideas such as the senior 
study lounge which required more group 
effort and planning were left for this 
year's 1970 class to put into a workable 
plan." 


The 1969 class, being the first four-year

For in February, 1968, the trustees voted 
to begin laying the groundwork for yet an- 
other referendum. This one was set for 
June 8. 


A CITIZENS GROUP was formed to 


publicize the village's need for a new facil- 
ity. The drive consisted both of mtul-outs 
and organized phone calling. And the drive 
was successful. 


By more than a 2-to-l margin, the voters 


approved the issuance of the bonds for the 
new hall's construction 
The successful 


referendum marked the first time the vil- 
lage would attempt to borrow money 
through municipal bonds. 


During the campaign the arguments for 


the new building included the need for ex- 
tra office space, new quarters for the fire 
department and police department. Also, 
it was pointed out, the park commission 
could use the building more often as a re- 
sult of construction of a new village ball. 


Only sporadic opposition to the bond is- 


sue was voiced in .the third referendum 
campaign. 


Another dispute over the new buildilg 


arose last winter when the fire department 
said the garage for the fire trucks, was too 
small to house a new ladder truck ordered 
by the fire department.

Philip M. Crane's bid for 
reelection to the seat in Congress he won 
two weeks ago didn't materialize yester- 
day, the first day for filing of nomination 
petitions for next i.pring's primary elec- 
tions. 


Crane's petitions were the only ones re- 


ceived at Sec. of State Paul Powell's office 
here. Candidates have until next Monday 
to file and get on the March 17 primary 
ballot. 


There has been considerable speculation 


about possible opposition for Crane from 
moderates in the Republican Party who 
consider Crane's conservatism "out of 
touch" with the Republican mainstream. 


Apparently, his solid victory over 


Democrat Edward Warman on Nov. 25 has 
scared any would-be challengers from his 
own party or for that matter from the 
Democratic Party. Warman has been 
slated to run against Crane for a second 
time next fill but nominating petitions for 
him or for other Democratic hopefuls were 
not filed yesterday. 


THERE WERE NO other filing sur- 


prises for Northwest suburban residents. 


Four candidates, three of them' in- 


cumbents, filed in the race for Third Dis- 
trict Illinois House of 
Representative 


seats, and two candidates for Third Dis- 
trict Senate seats. 


The House candidates are Republican in- 


cumbents Eugene F. Schlickman, Arling- 
ton Heights, David J. Regner of Mount 
Prospect, Democrat incumbent Mrs. Eu- 
genia Chapman of Arlington Heights and 
Democratic challenger Gerald J. Mannix 
of Palatine.

The Northwest suburbs have a stake in a 


regional transportation plan as area may- 
ors are hoping to determine the locale 
need for federal funding of transportation. 
The Northwest Municipal Conference has 
authorized a comprehensive northwest 
suburban transportation study with the 
thought of getting federal funds for imple- 
mentation.

Braun said the federal government also

agencies. 


GAR JONES, representing CATS, said 


his agency has a regional mass trans- 
portation plan, stating it merely needs up- 
dating and the term "regional plan" needs 
defining by the federal government. He 
was outargued by other officials who in- 
sisted the area needs an eight-county com- 
prehensive guide for transportation. 


Pahl noted the Chicago area began plan- 


ning for specific purposes in the 1950s. He 
said the area now needs to reorganize long 
current federal guidelines for funding. 


"I feel what the federal government Is 


telling us Is to forget our past successes 
and get organized as an eight-county re- 
gion," Pahl said. 


"They (federal department) want to 


deal with one organization for funding and 
implementation," he said. 


Pahl said the St. Louis area's East-West 


Gateway Council is an example of a re- 
gional agency the federal government rec- 
ognizes as handling any St. Louis area 


problem. 


CALVIN SAWY1EK, president of the 


Metropolitan Housing and Planning Coun- 
cil, backed Pahl Up, using the question of 
a third metropolitan airport as an ex- 
ample of lack of area planning.

Six shacks in which 17 Spanish-Ameri- 


'cans had been laving were being burned 
yesterday by the Elk Grove Village Fire 
Department. 


Huge billows of black smoke could be 


seen on the north side of the village as 
firemen began to destroy the structures 
that were built years ago as homes for 
migrant farm workers. 


The shacks, one of which was classified 


as a trailer, were on the Orland Busse 
farm at 1100 Landmeier Road in the vil- 
lage. 


Firemen also were burning several 


unoccupied shacks nearby on property 
owned by Centex Corp. 


THE BUILDINGS .were ordered de- 


stroyed by Fire Chief Allen Hulett follow- 
ing a Saturday morning inspection by the 
building and fire departments. 


Hulett said lie was acting on orders of. 


Village Mgr. Charles Willis. 


"These are dangerous buildings," said 


Hulett yesterday. "We're going to make 
sure no one lives in them." 


Hulett said the residents of the shacks 


had been provided for by a personal check 
from Mrs. June Kuehl and a special fund 
of the fire department. 


HULETT SAID MOST of the 17 residents 


wanted to go back to Texas and that they 
had been planning to leave soon. 
' 


Several have left and others ore being 


housed temporarily, free of charge, at the 
Holiday Inn, Air Lane Motel, and Elk 
Grove Motel. 
' ' 


Among occupants of the shacks were: 
Marie Rodriguez, staying at the Holiday 


Inn; Santos Mireles and two children, 15 
and 10 years old, staying with a sister in 
Rosemont; John Perez and his wife and 
two children, 4 and 2 years old, staving at 
a motel and leaving for Texas in two 
weeks; a brother of Perez who left 
recently with his family of four for La- 
redo, Tex.; Rogelio Villorreal, who left for 
Texas; and Jesus Flores, who lived with 
three other men in the trailer, staying at a 
motel until they con purchase a trailer. • 


Hulett said most of the residents were 


employed in Centex Industrial Park. 


HULETT SAID he would not disclose the 


rent paid by the residents because of an 
agreement with the landowner, Orland 
Busse. 


He said that Busse has "cooperated ex- 


cellently." 


Hulett said the residents of the shacks 


had inadequate heating and sanitary facil- 
ities. 


They obtained their water from the 


Busse farmhouse, about 150 yards away, 
he said. There were several outhouses 
near the shacks. 


HULETT POINTED out to a reporter 


that a fire occurred in one of the shacks 
Nov. 29, the same day of the fire at 1806 
Landmeier in which the three Arenas chil- 
dren diedj 


"The fuel oil space heater caught fire," 


Hulett sand. "The mother used a blanket to 
put it out but then the blanket caught on 
fire so .she took it outside." 


Two children were on a bed in the 9-by- 


15-foot shack while this was happening, 
Hulett said. After the fire he said the fam- 
ily used open flame of a gas cook stove for 
heat. 


IN ANOTHER of the shacks, Hulett 


pointed out that the space heater was only 
four inches away from a bed. Also, next to 
the space heater was a can of fuel oil. 


The stovepipe led to the ceiling which 


had been covered by cardboard. 


"When we saw- this Saturday, we de- 


cided to burn them down," he said. 
'One unidentified woman at the scene 
who was taking pictures told a reporter 
that America is not a free country if fire- 
men can come in and burn down buildings. 
She took a few more pictures and left to 
visit the Busse residence. 


Hulett, who was busy filming and tape 


recording the scene as firemen burned the 
shacks, later commented: 


"If we learned anything from the Are- 


nas fire — it's let's not let it happen 
again." 


Formal Grievance 
Procedure Issued 


Jet Smoke Will End 


Those ugly streaks of black smoke , 


which trail jets taking off from O'Hare In- 
ternational Airport are harmless. 


That's what the Air Transport Associ- 


ation (ATA), a service organization repre- 
senting most of the certificated airlines in 
the country says. 


In addition, the association says those 


esthetically unpleasing streaks will be dis- 
appearing in the mid-seventies until they 
ore completely eliminated by the latter 
part of the decade. 


The association recently made its case 


clear in a press conference about two 
weeks after Illinois Atty. Gen. William 
Scott filed suit to force 23 airlines to in- 
stall air-pollution control devices on jets 
using Chicago's two major airports. 


WHAT SUBURBANITES see trailing 


jets leaving O'Hare is particulate matter. 
— carbon — simply called smoke. No sul- 
fur compounds and very little carbon 
monoxide are produced by jet engine ex- 
hausts, says the ATA. 


The association points out that aircraft 


emit about one per cent of man-made pol- 
lutnnts into the atmosphere, a negligible 
percentage when compared to industry 
and automobiles. 


The association says jet aircraft produce 


"small amounts" of hydrocarbon and oth- 
er organic gases, aerosols (smoke), oxides 
of nitrogen and carbon monoxide. 


A report by the Department of Health, 


Education and Welfare in 1968 states that 
size and composition of carbon particles in 
jet exhaust "conveys a visual impression 


of smoke considerably out of proportion to 
the actual particulate content." 


EVEN SO, THE association says it 


wants to eliminate the particulate mat- 
ter which is familiar to the skies near 
the ail-port. 


Cause of the smoke is incomplete com- 


bustion in the combustion chambers of the 
turbine engines which power the jets. Un- 
burned tiny carbon particles result in 
smoke. 


The new generation of aircraft including 


the Boeing 747 (jumbo jet), Lockheed 1011, 
and the DC-10, will not emit smoke, says 
the association. The engines have been de- 
signed and developed with combustion sys- 
tems of more advanced design. 


By the mid-1970s they will amount to 


over 10 per cent of the airlines fleet. • 


Current aircraft in use such as the 


Boeing 727, Boeing 737, and DC-9, which 
use the JT8D jet engine manufactured by 
Pratt & Whitney Aircraft will be smoke- 
less by the mid-seventies. 


NEW COMBUSTION CHAMBERS have 


been made and are in.the process of being 
tested over a 2% year period which is due 
to end by late 1970. 


Last year 37 engines were fitted with the 


new combustion 
chambers 
commonly 


called "burner cans." 


The association says the prime purpose 


was to determine how these new com- 
bustion chambers would operate during 
prolonged periods in the airline environ- 
ment and to find the service life of these 
components under-day-to-day airline oper- 


ations. 


Five thousand houre are needed to test 


the engines, each fitted with. nine com- 
bustion chambers. 


"This is necessary to prove whether the 


new cans last 4,000 to 6,000 hours between 
inspections — the reliability 
currently 


achieved with present burner cans," says 
the association. 


IF THE TEST, and ft appears likely, is 


successful the new cans will be used to 
replace the old cans as the latter wear 
out. 


When manufacturers of jet 
engines 


which power the DC-8, the 707, and Con- 
vair 880, complete an appropriate smoke 
emission "fix" on their engines, the air- 
lines will undoubtedly evaluate them oper- 
ationally as weH; says the. association. 


Successful tests followed by retrofitting 


of burner cans will result in the majority 
of airline engines being smokeless by the 
mid-seventies.

SPRINGFIELD — Republican opposi- 


tion to U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane's bid for 
reelection to the seat in Congress he won 
two weeks ago didn't materialize yester- 
day, the first day for filing of nomination 
petitions for next spring's primary elec- 
tions. 


Crane's petitions were the only ones re- 


ceived at Sec. of State Paul Powell's office 
here. Candidates have until next Monday 
to file and get on the March 17 primary 
ballot. 


There has been considerable speculation 


about possible opposition for Crane from 
moderates in the Republican Party who 
consider Crane's conservatism "out of 
touch" with the Republican mainstream. 


Apparently, his solid victory over 


Democrat Edward Warman on Nov. 25 has 
scared any would-be challengers from his 
own party or for that matter from the 
Democratic Party. Warman has been 
slated to run against Crane for a second 
time next fall but nominating petitions for 
him or for other Democratic hopefuls were 
not filed yesterday. 


THERE WERE NO other filing sur- 


prises for Northwest suburban residents. 


Four candidates, three of them^ in- 


cumbents, filed in the race for Third Dis- 
trict Illinois House of Representative 
seats, and two candidates for Third Dis- 
trict Senate seats. 


The House candidates are Republican in- 


cumbents Eugene F. Schlickman, Arling- 
ton Heights, David J. Regner of Mount 
Prospect, Democrat incumbent Mrs. Eu- 
genia Chapman of Arlington Heights and 
Democratic challenger Gerald J. Mannix 
of Palatine. 


Three representatives are elected for the 


two-year House terms in each district. Un- 
der the Illinois system of cumulative vot- 
ing, a voter may cast three votes for one 
candidate and this has assured election of 
one Democrat in the heavily-Republican 
Third District. Mrs. Chapman is seeking 
her fifth term.

Pahl noted the Chicago area began plan-

and get organized as an eight-county re- 
gion," Pnhl sold. 


"They {federal department) want to 


deal with one organization for funding and 
implementation," he said, 


Pahl said the St, Louis area's East-West 


Gateway Council is an example of n re- 
gional agency the federal government rec- 
ognizes as handling any St, Louts area 


problem. 


CALVIN SAWYIER, president of the 


Metropolitan Housing and Planning Coun- 
cil, backed Pahl Up, using the question of 
a third metropolitan airport as an ex- 
ample of lack of area planning. Sawyier 
said only one man in one city hall is plan- 
ning the airport. 


He said whatever is prompting the fed- 


eral government to turn down local trans- 
portation projects is good because it forces 
the area to recognize it has no plan.

Six shacks in which 17 Spanish-Ameri- 


cans had been living wore being burned 
yesterday by the Elk Grove Village Fire 
Department. 


Huge billows of black smoke could be 


seen on the north side of the village as 
firemen began to destroy the structures 
that were built yours ago aa homes for 
migrant farm workers, 


The shacks, one of Which was classified 


as a trailer, were on the Orland Busse 
farm at 1100 Landmeior Eoud in the vil- 
lage. 


Firemen also wore burning several 


unoccupied shacks nearby on property 
owned by Centex Corp. 


THE BUILDINGS .were ordered de- 


stroyed by Fire Chief Allen Hulett follow- 
ing a Saturday morning inspection by the 
building and fire departments. 


Hulett said he was acting on orders of 


Village Mgr. Charles Willis. 


"These are dangerous buildings1," said 


Hulett yesterday. "We're going to make 
sure no one lives in them." 


Hulett said the residents of the shacks 


had been provided for by a personal check 
from Mrs. June Kuehl and a special fund 
of the fire department. 


HULETT SAID MOST of the 17 residents 


wanted to go back to Texas and that they 
had been planning to leave soon. 


Several have left and others are being 


housed temporarily, free of charge, at the 
Holiday Inn, Air Lane Motel, and Elk 
Grove Motel. 
-

Among occupants of the shacks were: 
Marie Rodriguez, staying at the Holiday 


Inn; Santos Mireles and two children, 15 
and 10 years old, staying with a sister in 
Rosemont; John Perez and his wife and 
two children, 4 and 2 years old, staying at 
a motel and leaving for Texas in, two 
weeks; a brother of Perez who left 
recently with his family of four for La- 
redo, Tex.; Rogelio Villarreal, who left for 
Texas; and Jesus Flores, who lived with 
three other men in the trailer, staying at a 
motel until they can purchase a trailer. 


Hulett said most of the residents were 


employed in Centex Industrial Park. 


HULETT SAID he would not disclose the 


rent paid by the residents because of an 
agreement with the landowner, Orland 
Busse. 


He said that Busse has "cooperated ex- 


cellently." 


Hulett said the residents of the shacks 


had inadequate heating and sanitary facil- 
ities. 


They. obtained their water from the 


Busse farmhouse, about 150 yards away, 
he said. There were several outhouses 
near the shacks. 


HULETT POINTED out to a reporter 


that a fire occurred in one of the shacks 
Nov. 29, the same day of the fire at 1806 
Landmeier in which the three Arenas chil- 
dren died. 


"The fuel oil space heater caught fire," 


Hulett said. "The mother used a blanket to 
put it out but then the blanket caught on 
fire so she took it outside." 


Two children were on a bed in the 9-fay- 


15-foot shack while this was happening, 
Hulett said. After the fire be said the fam- 
ily used open flame of a gas cook stove for 
heat. 
• 


IN ANOTHER of the shacks, Hulett 


pointed out that the space heater was only 
four inches away from a bed. Also, next to 
the space heater was a can of fuel oil. 


The stovepipe led to the ceiling which 


had been covered by cardboard. 


"When we saw this Saturday, we de- 


cided to burn them down," he said. 


One unidentified woman at the scene 


who was taking pictures told a reporter 
that America is not a free country if fire- 
men can come in and burn down buildings. 
She took a few more pictures and left to 
visit the Busse residence. 


Hulett, who was busy filming and tape 


recording the scene as firemen burned the 
shacks, later commented: 


"If we learned anything from the Are- 


nas fire — it's let's not let it happen 
again."

Jet Smoke Will End 


Those ugly streaks of black smoke 


which trail jets taking off from O'Hare In- 
ternational Airport are harmless. 


That's what the Ah- Transport Associ- 


ation (ATA), a service organization repre- 
senting most of the certificated airlines in 
the country says. 


In addition, the association says those 


esthetically unpleasing streaks will be dis- 
appearing hi the mid-seventies until they 
are completely eliminated by the latter 
part of the decade. 


The association recently made its ease 


clear in a press conference about two 
weeks after Illinois Atty. Gen. William 
Scott filed suit to force 23 airlines to in- 
stall air-pollution control devices on jets 
using Chicago's two major airports. 


WHAT SUBURBANITES see tradling 


jets leaving O'Hare is particulate matter 
— carbon — simply called smoke. No sul- 
fur compounds and very little carbon 
monoxide are produced by jet engine ex- 
hausts, says the ATA. 


The association points out that aircraft 


emit about one per cent of man-made pol- 
lutants into the atmosphere, a negligible 
percentage when compared to industry 
and automobiles. 


The association says jet aircraft produce 


"small amounts" of hydrocarbon and oth- 
er organic gases, aerosols (smoke), oxides 
of nitrogen and carbon monoxide. 


A report by the Department of Health, 


Education and Welfare in 1968 states that 
size and composition of carbon particles in 
jet exhaust "conveys a visual Impression 


of smoke considerably out of proportion to 
the actual particulate content." 


EVEN SO, THE association says it 


wants to eliminate the particulate mat- 
ter which is familiar to the skies near 
the airport. 


Cause of the smoke is incomplete com- 


bustion in the combustion chambers of the 
turbine engines which power the jets. Un- 
burned tiny carbon particles result in 
smoke. 


The new generation of aircraft including 


the Boeing 747 (jumbo jet), Lockheed 1011, 
and the DC-10, will not emit smoke, says 


' the association. The engines have been de- 


signed and developed with combustion sys- 
tems of more advanced design. 


By the mid-1970s they will amount to 


over 10 per cent of the airlines fleet. 


Current aircraft in use such as the 


Boeing 727, Boeing 737, and DC-9, which 
use the JT8D jet engine manufactured by 
Pratt & Whitney Aircraft will be smoke- 
less by the mid-seventies. 


NEW COMBUSTION CHAMBERS have 


been made and are in the process of being 
tested over a 2% year period which is due 
to end by late 1970. 


Last year 37 engines were fitted with the 


new 
combustion chambers commonly 


called "burner cans." 


The association says the prime purpose 


was to determine how these new com- 
bustion chambers would operate during 
prolonged periods in the airline environ- 
ment and to find the service life of these 
components under-day-to-day airline oper- 


ations. 


Five thousand hours are needed to test 


the engines, each fitted with nine com- 
bustion chambers. 


"This is necessary to prove whether the 


new cans last 4,000 to 6,000 hours between 
inspections — the reliability currently 
achieved with present burner cans," says 
the association. 


IF THE TEST, and rt appears likely, is 


successful the new cans will -be used to 
replace the old cans as the latter wear 
out. 


When manufacturers of jet engines 


which power the DC-8, the 707, and Con- 
vair 880, complete an appropriate smoke 
emission "fix" on their engines, the air- 
lines will undoubtedly evaluate them oper- 
ationally as well, says the association. 


Successful tests followed by retrofitting 


of burner cans will result in the majority 
of airline engines being smokeless by the 
mid-seventies.

There has been considerable speculation 


about possible opposition for Crane from 
moderates in the Republican Party who 
consider Crane's conservatism "out of 
touch" with the Republican mainstream. 


Apparently, his solid victory over 


Democrat Edward Warman on Nov. 25 has 
scared any would-be challengers from his 
own party .or for that matter from the 
Democratic Party. Warman has been 
slated to run against Crane for a second 
time next fall but nominating petitions for 
him or for .other Democratic hopefuls were 
not filed yesterday.

Six shacks in which 17 Spamsh-Ameri- 


cans h'ad been living were being burned 
yesterday by the Elk Grove Village Fire 
Department 


Huge billows of black smoke could be 


seen on the north side of the village as 
firemen began to destroy the structures 
that were built years ago as homes for 
migrant farm workers 


The shacks, one of which was classified 


as a trailer, were on the Orland Busse 
farm at 1100 Landmeier Road in the vil- 
lage 


Firemen also were burning seveial 


unoccupied shacks nearby on property 
owned by Centex Corp 


THE BUILDINGS were ordered de- 


stroyed by Fire Chief Allen Hulett follow- 
'tig a Saturday morning inspection by the 
building and fire departments 


Hulett said he was acting on orders of 


Village Mgr Charles Willis. 


"These are dangerous buildings," said 


Hulett yesterday "We're going to make 
sure no one lives in them " 


Hulett said the reside its of the shacks 


had been provided for by a personal check 
from Mrs June Kuehl and a special fund 
of the fire department 


HULETT SAID MOST of the 17 residents 


wanted to go back to Texas and that they 
had been planning to leave soon 


Several have left and others are being 


housed temporarily, free of charge, at the 
Hobday Inn, Air Lane Motel, and Elk 
Grove Motel 


Among occupants of the shacks were 
Mane Rodriguez, staying at the Holiday 


Inn; Santos Mireles and two children, 15 
and 10 years old, staying with a sister in 
Rosemont, John Perez and his wife and 
two children, 4 and 2 years old, staying at 
a motel and leaving for Texas in two 
weeks, a brother of °erez who left 
recently with his family of four for La- 
redo, Tex , Rogelio Villarreal, who left for 
Texas; and Jesus Flores, who lived with 
three other men m the trailer, staying at a 
motel until they can purchase a trailer. 


Hulett said most of the residents were 


employed in Centex Industrial Park 


HULETT SAID he would not disclose the 


rent paid by the residents because of an 
agreement with the landowner, Orland 
Busse 


He said that Busse has "cooperated ex- 


cellently " 


Hulett said the residents of the shacks 


had inadequate heating and sanitary facil- 
ities 


They obtained their water from the 


Busse farmhouse, about 150 yards away, 
he said There were several outhouses 
near the shacks 


HULETT POINTED out to a reporter 


that a fire occurred in one of the shacks 
Nov 29, the same day of the fire at 1806 
Landmeier in which the three Arenas chil- 
dren died 


"The fuel oil space heater caught fire," 


Hulett said "The mother used a blanket to 
put it out but then the blanket caught on 
fire so she took it outside " 


Two children were on a bed in the 9-by- 


15-foot shack while this was happening, 
Hulett said After the fire he said the fam- 
ily used open flame of a gas cook stove for 
heat 


IN ANOTHER of the shacks, Hulett 


pointed out that the space heater was only 
four inches away from a bed Also, next to 
the space heater was a can of fuel oil 


The stovepipe led to the ceiling which 


had been covered by cardboard 


"When we saw this Saturday, we de 


cided to burn them down," he said 


One unidentified woman at the scene 


who was taking pictures told a reportei 
that America is not a free country if fire- 
men, can come m and burn down buildings 
She took a few more pictuies and left to 
visit the Busse lesidence 


Hulett, who was busy filming and tape 


recording the scene as firemen burned the 
shacks, later commented

Those ugly streaks of black smoke 


which trail jets taking off from O'Hare In- 
ternational Airport are harmless 


That's what the An Transport Associ- 


ation (ATA), a service organization repre- 
senting most of the certificated airlines in 
the country says 


In addition, the association says those 


esthetically unpleasing streaks will be dis- 
appeaimg in the mid-seventies until they 
are completely eliminated by the latter 
part of the decade 


The association recently made its case 


clear in a press conference about two 
weeks after Illinois Atty. Gen William 
Scott filed suit to force 23 an lines to in- 
stall air-pollution contiol devices on jets 
using Chicago's two major airports 


WHAT SUBURBANITES see trailing 


jets leaving O'Hare Is particulate matter 
— carbon — simply called smoke No sul- 
fur compounds and very little carbon 
monoxide are produced by jet engine ex- 
hausts, says the ATA 


The association points out that aircraft 


emit about one per cent of man-made pol- 
lutants into the atmosphere, a negligible 
percentage when compared to mdustiy 
and automobiles 


The association says jet aircraft produce 


"small amounts" of hydrocarbon and oth- 
er organic gases, aerosols (smoke), oxides 
of nitrogen and carbon monoxide 


A report by the Department of Health, 


Education and Welfare in 1968 states that 
sue and composition of carbon particles m 
jet exhaust "conveys a visual impression 


of smoke consideraoly out of proportion to 
the actual partaculate content " 


EVEN SO, THE association says it 


wants to eliminate the particulate mat- 
ter which is familiar to the skies near 
the airport. 


Cause of the smoke is incomplete com- 


bustion in the combustion chambers of the 
tin bine engines which power the jets Un- 
butned tiny carbon particles result in 
smoke 


The new generation of aircraft including 


the Boeing 747 (jumbo jet), Lockheed 1011, 
and the DC-10, will not emit smolke, says 
the association The engines have been de- 
signed and developed with combustion sys- 
tems of more advanced design 


By the mid-1970s they will amount to 


over 10 per cent of the airlines fleet 


Current aircraft in use such as the 


Boeing 727, Boeing 737, and DC-9, which 
use the JT8D jet engine manufactured by 
Pratt & Whitney Aircraft will be smoke- 
less by the mid-seventies. 


NEW COMBUSTION CHAMBERS have 


been made and are in the process of being 
tested over a 2V4 year period which is due 
to ejid by late 1970 


Last year 37 engines were fitted with the 


new 
combustion chambers commonly 


called "Dinner cans " 


The association says the prime purpose 


was to determine how these new com- 
bustion chambers would operate during 
ptolonged periods in the airline environ- 
mcjit and to find the service life of these 
components under-day-to-day airline oper- 


ations 


Five thousand hours are needed to test 


the engines, each fitted with nine com- 
bustion chambers.

No Crane Opponent-Yet 


SPRINGFIELD — Republican opposi- 


tion to U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane's bid for 
reelection to the seat in Congress he won 
two weeks ago didn't materialize yester- 
day, the first day for filing of nomination 
petitions for next spring's primary elec- 
tions. 


Crane's petitions were the only ones re- 


ceived at Sec. of State Paul Powell's office 
here. Candidates have until next Monday 
to file and get on the March 17 primary 
ballot. 


There has been considerable speculation 


about possible opposition for Crane from 
moderates in the Republican Party who 
consider Crane's conservatism "out of 
touch" with the Republican mainstream.

That's what the Air Transport Associ- 


ation (ATA),,a service organization repre- 
senting most of the certificated airlines in 
the country says. 


In addition, the association says those 


esthetically .unpleasing streaks .will be dis- 
appearing in the mid-seventies until they 
are completely eliminated by the latter 
part of the decade.

Gen. William 
Scott filed suit to force 23 airlines to in- 
stall air-pollution control. devices- on jets

WHAT SUBURBANITES see trailing 


jets leaving O'Hare is particulate matter 
— carbon — simply called smoke. No sul- 
fur compounds and very Ettle carbon 
monoxide are produced by jet engine ex- 
hausts, says the ATA. 


The association points out that aircraft 


emit about one per cent of man-made pol- 
lutants into the atmosphere, a negligible 
percentage when compared to industry 
and automobiles. 


The association says jet aircraft produce 


"small amounts" of hydrocarbon and oth- 
er organic gases, aerosols (smoke), oxides 
of nitrogen and carbon monoxide. 


A report by the Department of Health, 


Education and Welfare in 1968 states that 
size and composition of carbon particles in 
jet exhaust "conveys a visual impression 
of smoke considerably out of proportion to 
the actual particulate content." 


EVEN SO, THE association says it 


wants to eliminate the particulate mat- 
ter which is familiar to the skies near 
the airport. 


Cause of the smoke is incomplete com- 


bustion in the combustion chambers of the 
turbine engines which power the jets. Un- 
burned tiny carbon particles result in 
smoke. 


The new generation of aircraft including 


the Boeing 747 (jumbo jet), Lockheed 1011, 
and the DC-10, will not emit smoke, says 
the association. The engines have been de- 
signed and developed with combustion sys- 


, terns of more advanced design. 


By the mid-1970s they wiH amount to 


over 10 per cent of the airlines fleet. 


Current aircraft in use such as the 


Boeing 727, Boeing 737, and DC-9, which 
use the JT8D jet engine manufactured by 
Pratt & Whitney Aircraft will be smoke- 
less by the mid-seventies. 


NEW COMBUSTION CHAMBERS have- 


been made and are in the process of being 
tested over a 2% year period which is due 
to end by late 1970. 


Last year 37 engines were fitted with the 


new combustion 
chambers commonly 


called "burner cans." 


The association says the prime purpose 


was to determine how these new com- 
bustion chambers would operate during 
prolonged periods in the airline environ- 
ment and to find the service life of these 
components under-day-to-day airline oper- 
ations. 


Five thousand hours are needed to test 


the engines, each fitted with nine com- 
bustion chambers. 


"This is necessary to prove whether the 


new cans last 4,000 to 6,000 hours between 
inspections — the reliability 
currently 


achieved with present burner cans," says 
the association. 


IF THE TEST, and it appears likely, is 


successful the new cans will be used to 
replace the old cans as the latter wear 
out. 


When manufacturers of jet engines 


which power the DC-8, the 707, and Con- 
vair 880, complete an appropriate smoke 
emission "fix" on their engines, the air- 
lines will undoubtedly evaluate them oper- 
ationally as well, says the association. 


Successful tests followed by retrofitting 


of burner cans will result in the majority 
of airline engines being smokeless by the 
mid-seventies.

Six shacks in which 17 Spanish-Ameri- 


cans had been living were being burned 
yesterday by the Elk Grove Village Fire 
Department. 


Huge billows of black smoke could be 


seen on the north side, of the village as 
firemen began to destroy the structures 
that were built years ago as homes for 
migrant farm workers. 


The shacks, one of which was classified 


as a trailer, were on the Orland Busse 
farm at 1100 Landmeier Road in the vil- 
lage. 


Firemen also were burning several 


unoccupied shacks nearby on property 
owned by Centex Corp. 


THE BUILDINGS were ordered de- 


stroyed by Fire Chief Allen Hulett follow- 
ing a Saturday morning inspection by the 
building and fire departments. 


Hulett said he was acting on orders of 


Village Mgr. Charles Willis^ 


"These are dangerous buildings,"' said 


Hulett yesterday. "We're going to make 
sure no one lives in them." 


Hulett said the residents of the shacks 


had been provided for by a1 personal check 
from Mrs. June Kuehl and a special fund 
of the fire department. 


HULETT SAID MOST of the 17 residents 


wanted to go back to Texas and that they 
had been planning to leave soon. 


Several have left and others are being 


housed temporarily, free of charge, ait the 
Holiday Inn, Air Lane Motel, and Elk 
Grove Motel 
i 


.'. Among occupants of the shacks were: 
.'Marie Rodriguez, staying at the Holiday 


Inn; Santos Mireles and two children, 15 
and 10 years old, staying with a sister in 
Rcsemont; John Perez and his wife and 
two children; 4 and 2 years old, staying at 
a motel' and leaving for Texas in two 
weeks; a brother of Perez who left 
recently with his family of four for La- 
redo, Tex.; Rogelio Villarreal, who left for 
Texas; and Jesus Flores, who lived with 
three other men in the trailer, staying at a 
mctel until they can purchase a trailer. 


Hulett said most of the residents were 


employed in Centex Industrial Park. 


HULETT SAID he would not disclose the 


rent paid by the residents because of an 
agreement with the landowner, Orland 
Basse. 
; He said that Busse has "cooperated ex- 
cellently." 


Hulett said the residents of the shacks 


had inadequate heating and sanitary facil- 
ities. 


They obtained their water from the 


Busse farmhouse, about 150 yards away, 
he said. There were several, outhouses 
near the shacks. 


HULETT POINTED out to a reporter 


.that a fire occurred in< one of the shacks 
Nov. 29, the same day of the fire at 1806 
Landmeier in which the three Arenas chil- 
dren died. 


"The fuel oil space heater caught fire," 


Hulett said. "The mother used a blanket to 
put it out but then the blanket caught on 
fire so she took it outside." 


Two children were on a bed in the »-by- 


15-foot shack while this was happening, 
Hulett said. After the fire be said the fam- 


ily used open flame of a gas cook stove for 
heat. 


IN ANOTHER of the shacks, Hulett 


pointed out that the space heater was only 
four inches away from a bed. Also, next to 
the space heater was a can of fuel oil. 


The stovepipe led to the ceiling which 


had been covered by cardboard. 


"When we saw this Saturday, we de- 


cided to burn them down," he said. 


• 
One unidentified woman at the scene 


who was taking pictures told a reporter 
that America is not a free country if fire- 
men can come in and burn down buildings. 
She took a few more pictures and left to 
visit the Busse residence. 


Hulett, who was busy filming and tape 


recording the scene as firemen burned the 
shacks, later commented:

Generally, the board stressed the need 


for a more flexible policy in which individ- 
ual principals would have greater decision

strongly toward a more liberalized policy, 
too.

forget about- federal funds for trans- 
portation until the area gets a regional 
transportation plan.

Called by the Northeastern Illinois Plan- 


ning Commission CNIPC), the meeting 
used Palatine's application for a trans- 
portation center as an example of Wash- 
ington's negative attitude toward funding 
projects without a regional set of trans- 
portation priorities. The Palatine appli- 
cation -for a mass transportation center 
was turned down by the federal govern- 
ment last month. 


The Northwest suburbs have a stake in a

consider Crane's conservatism "out of 
touch" with the Republican mainstream. 


Apparently, his solid victory over 


Democrat Edward Warman on Nov. 25 has 
scared any would-be challengers, fron* his 
own party' or for that matter from the 
Democratic Party. Warman has been 
slated to run against Crane for a second 
time next fall but nominating petitions for 
him or for other Democratic hopefuls were 
not filed yesterday.

THERE WERE NO other filing sur-

WHAT SUBURBANITES see trailing 


jets leaving O'Hare is particulate matter 
— carbon — simply called smoke. No sul- 
,fur compounds and very little carbon 
monoxide are produced by jet engine ex- 
hausts, says the ATA. 


The association points out that aircraft 


emit about one per cent of man-made pol- 
lutants into the atmosphere, a negligible, 
percentage when compared to industry 
and automobiles. 


The association says jet adrcraft produce 


"small amounts" of hydrocarbon and oth- 
er organic gases, aerosols (smoke), oxides 
of nitrogen and carbon monoxide. 


A report by the Department of Health, 


•Education and Welfare in 1968 states that 
size and composition of carbon particles in 
jet exhaust "conveys a visual impression 
of smoke considerably out of proportion to 
the actual partdculate content." 


EVEN SO, THE association says it 


wants to eliminate the particulate mat- 
ter which is familiar to the skies near 
the airport. 


Cause of the smoke is incomplete com- 


bustion in the combustion chambers of the 
turbine engines which power the jets. Un- 
burned tiny carbon particles result in 
smoke. 


The new generation of aircraft including 


the Boeing 747 (jumbo jet), Lockheed 1011, 
and the DC-10, will not emit smoke, says 
the association. The engines have been de- 
signed and developed with combustion sys-. 
, terns of more advanced design. 


By the mid-1970s they will amount to 


over 10 per cent of the airlines fleet. 


Current aircraft in use such as the 


Boeing 727, Boeing 737, and DC-9, which 
use the JT8D jet engine manufactured by 
Pratt & Whitney Aircraft will be smoke- 
less by the mid-seventies. 


NEW COMBUSTION CHAMBERS have 


been made and are in the process of being 
tested over a 2'% year period which is due 
to end by late 1970. 


Last year 37 engines were fitted with the 


new 
combustion 
chambers commonly 


called "burner cans." 


The association says the prime purpose 


was to determine how these new com- 
bustion chambers would operate during 
prolonged periods hi the airline environ- 
ment and to find the service life of these 
components under-day-to-day airline oper- 
ations. 


Five thousand hours are needed to test 


the engines, each fitted with nine com- 
bustion chambers. 


"This is necessary to prove whether the 


new cans last 4,000 to 6,000 hours between 
inspections — the reliability currently 
achieved with present burner cans," says 
the association. 


IF THE TEST, and it appears likely, is 


successful the new cans will be used to 
replace the old cans as the latter wear 
out. 


When manufacturers of jet 
engines 


which power the DC-8, the 707, and Con- 
vair 880, complete an appropriate smoke 
emission "fix" on their engines, the air- 
lines will undoubtedly evaluate them oper- 
ationally as well, says the association. 


Successful tests followed by retrofitting 


of burner cans will result in the majority 
of airline engines being smokeless by the 
mid-seventies.

Six shacks in which 17 Spanish-Ameri- 


cans had been living were being burned 
yesterday by the Elk Grove Village Fire 
Department. 


Huge billows of black smoke could be 


seen on the north side of the village as 
firemen began to destroy the structures 
that were built years ago as homes for 
migrant farm workers. 


The shacks, one of which was classified 


as a trailer, were on the Orland Busse 
farm at 1100 Landmeier Road in the vil- 
lage. 


Firemen also were burning several 


unoccupied shacks nearby on property 
owned by Centex Corp. 


THE BUILDINGS .were ordered 
de- 


stroyed by Fire Chief Allen Hulett follow- 
ing a Saturday morning inspection by the 
building and fire departments. 


Hulett said he was acting on orders of 


Village Mgr. Charles Willis. 


"These are dangerous buildings," said 


Hulett yesterday. ."We're going to make 
sure no one lives in them." 


Hulett said the residents of the shacks 


had been provided for by a personal check 
from Mrs. June Kuehl and a special fund 
of the fire department. 


HULETT SAID MOST of the 17 residents 


wanted to go back to Texas and; that they 
had been planning to leave soon. 


Several have left and others are being 


housed temporarily, free of charge, at the 
Holiday Inn, Air Lane Motel, and Elk 
Grove Mote!. 
' 


Among occupants of the shacks were: 
Marie Rodriguez, staying at the Holiday 


Inn; Santos Mireles and two children, 15 
and 10 years old, staying with a sister in 
Rosemont; John Perez and his wife and 
two children, 4 and 2 years old, staying at 
a motel and leaving for Texas in two 
weeks; a brother of Perez who left 
recently with his family of four for La- 
redo, Tex.; Rogelio Villarreal, who left for 
Texas; and Jesus Flores, who lived with 
three other men in the trailer, staying at a 
motel until they can purchase a trailer. 


Hulett said most of the residents were 


employed in Centex Industrial Park. 


HULETT SAID he would not disclose the 


rent paid by the residents because of an 
agreement with the landowner, Orland 
Busse. 
, 


He said that Busse has "cooperated ex- 


cellently." 


Hulett said the residents of the shacks 


had inadequate heating and sanitary facil- 
ities. 


They obtained their water from the 


Busse farmhouse, about 150 yards away, 
he said. There were several outhouses 
near the shacks. 
. 


HULETT POINTED out to a reporter 


that a fire occurred in one of the shacks 
Nov. 29, the same day of the fire at 1806 
Landmeier in which the three Arenas chil- 
dren died. 
' "The fuel.oil space heater caught fire," 
Hulett said. "The mother used a blanket to 
put it out but then the blanket caught on 
fire so she took it outside." 


Two children were on a bed in the 9-by- 


15-foot shack while this was happening, 
Hulett said. After the fire he said the fam- 


ily used open flame of a gas cook stove for 
heat. 


IN ANOTHER of the shacks, Hulett 


pointed out that the space heater was only 
four inches away from a bed. Also, next to 
the space heater was a can of fuel oil. 


The stovepipe led to the ceiling which 


had been covered by cardboard. 


"When we saw this Saturday, we de- 


cided to burn them down," he said. 


One unidentified woman at the scene 


who was taking pictures told a reporter 
that America is not a free country if fire- 
men can come in and burn down buildings. 
She took a few more pictures and left to 
visit the Busse residence. 


Hulett, who was busy filming and tape 


recording the scene as firemen burned the 
shacks, later commented: 


"If we learned anything from the Are- 


nas fire — it's let's not let it happen 
again."

The Northwest suburbs will receive $11.5 


million in highway improvements in Gov. 
Richard Ogilvie's phase three of the state 
highway road program. 


The money will go to provide four-lane 


roadways for portions of Busse Road in 
Mount Prospect, 
Algonquin Road in 


Schaumburg and Higgins Road in Elk 
Grove Village. Sutton Road in Hoffman 
Estates will get an estimated $610,000 for 
reconstruction of its intersection with Golf 
Road. 


Phase three, unveiled Friday, will pro- 


vide $40 million for major improvements 
to 93 miles of state highways in Cook 
County. Two other phases of the program 
have benefited downstate roads. 


THE GOVERNOR'S immediate-action 


program is to improve deteriorating high-, 
ways throughout the state. 


William F. Cellini, state public works di- 


rector, said Friday's announcement repre- 
sents only a part of the highway improve- 
ments planned for Cook County in 1970. 
Additional projects are to be announced 
later this month. 


Busse Road is to be widened to four 


lanes between the Northwest Tollway and 
G o l f Road. The estimated cost is 
$1,929,010. Algonquin Road is to get addi- 
tional lanes for 3.75 -miles through 
Schaumburg, between Route 53 and 
Dempster. The estimated cost is $2.5 mil- 
lion. 


Higgins Road is to receive additional 


lanes for 4.5 miles through Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, between Elmhurst Road and Route 
53. The project's estimated cost is $6.5 mil- 
lion.

SPRINGFIELD — Republican opposi- 


tion to U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane's bid for 
reelection to the seat in Gbngress he won 
two weeks ago didn't materialize yester- 
day, the first day for filing of nomination 
petitions for next spring's primary elec- 
tions. 


Crane's petitions were the only ones re- 


ceived at Sec. of State Paul Powell's office 
here. Candidates have until next Monday 
to file and get on the March 17 primary 
ballot. 
There has been considerable speculation 


about possible opposition for Crane from 
moderates in the Republican Party who 
consider Crane's conservatism "out of 
touch" with the Republican mainstream. 


Apparently, his solid victory o v e r 


Democrat Edward'Warman on Nov. 25 has 
scared any would-be challengers from his 
own party or for that matter from the 
Democratic Party. Warman has been 
slated to run against Crane for a second 
time next fall but nominating petitions for 
him or for other Democratic hopefuls were 
not filed yesterday. 


THERE WERE NO other filing sur- 


prises for Northwest suburban residents. 


Four candidates, three of them in- 


cumbents, filed in the race for Third Dis- 
trict Illinois House of 
Representative 


seats, and two candidates for Third Dis- 
trict Senate seats. 


The House candidates are Republican in- 


cumbents Eugene F. Schlickman, Arling- 
ton Heights, David J. Regner of Mount 
Prospect, Democrat incumbent Mrs. Eu- 
genia Chapman of Arlington Heights and 
Democratic challenger Gerald J. Mannix 
of Palatine. 


Three representatives are elected for the 


two-year House terms in each district. Un- 
der the Illinois system of cumulative vot- 
ing, a voter may cast.three votes for one 
candidate and this has assured' election of 
one Democrat- in the heavily-Republican 
Third District. Mrs. Chapman is .seeking 
her fifth term.

A Prospect High School student will ap- 


peal a decision made by Mount Prospect 
Police Chief Newell Esmond, who refused 
to issue a peace parade permit on a legal 
technicality, to the Mount Prospect ViHage 
Board at a special meeting tonight at 7:30. 


Neil Powers, a member of the North- 


west Suburban Peace Coalition of Students 
for Peace, submitted a written request to 
the village board Friday to reverse the de- 
cision. 


Esmond refused to issue the permit for 


a parade opposing the war in Vietnam and 
the alleged Pinkville massacre because 
Powers did not file his application in ac- 
cordance with the village ordinance. 


AN APPLICATION for a parade permit 


must be filed no later than 10 days before 
the parade is scheduled to be held, accord- 
ing to the ordinance. Powers submitted his 
•application Dec. 5 requesting a permit for 
Dec. 13. 


"The application was submitted to me 


on Friday afternoon, and I rejected it be- 
cause it had not been filed on time," Es- 
mond said. "It was my responsibility to 
stick to the limit of the law, and only the 
village board can change any of the're- 
quirements in the ordinance." 


Powers and Richard Meteja, also a 


member of the peace organization and a 
Mount Prospect resident who teaches 
school in Chicago, met with Mayor Robert 
Teichert and village officials Saturday to 
discuss the parade permit and the possi- 
bility of waiving the minimum time re- 
quirement in the ordinance. 


"I .D.QN'T.. SEE^aajLjceason -to-_oppose 


their request," Teichert said. "I think it is 
understandable in this case to waive the 
requirement in the ordinance. 


"The purpose of imposing a time limit 


for applications is not to prohibit and dis- 
courage parades, but to have ample time 
to plan parade routes so we can control 
traffic and crowds. 


"This was a technical rejection and not 


a substantive one, and I think that the vil- 
lage board should consider this request in 
that light," Teichert added. "We can't 
have a parade every day but we haven't 
been burdened or overtaxed by parade 
requests. This is the first one. 


"The chief of police formally rejected 


this 'application on a technicality and this 
rejection doesn't represent a clash be- 
tween the youth in the community and the 
tocal government. 


"WE ARE OBLIGATED and responsible 


for protecting their rights of free speech 
and assembly as long as we are all cogni- 
zant of the rights of other people at the 
same time. These students want to get 
their message across but they are also 
mindful of others. They don't want to 
create confusion, chaos or harassment. 


"We mutually agreed on a parade route 


that will serve their purpose of drawing 
attention to their cause and getting public- 
ity, but without unduly creating havoc in 
the area, which has a tendency to make 
people abusive to their cause rather ttan 
sympathetic," Teichert said. 


"They appreciate the fact that we want 


to cooperate with them and protect their 
rights. They indicated to us that it is not to 
be an abusive type of parade. I am not 
sympathetic to their protests or to what 
they're doing, but they have this right to 
express themselves. 


"I don't think their attitudes are bellig- 


erent or then- viewpoints unreasonable, 


' and I hope the board approves this request 


to waive the ordinance and the minimum- 


—time-limit-in • its proper context. I don't 


• think this request constitutes any apparent 


harm to the village and its citizens under 
the circumstances." 


If the board approves the parade per- 


mit, the parade will be.fin at noon Satur- 
day at the Mount Prospect Plaza Shopping 
Center and travel through the village to 
Kopp Park on Dempster Street. 


Ease Protest Line? 


The High School Dist. 214 board last 


night moved slowly toward a slightly less 
restrictive policy to cover student protest 
activities. 


In considering an over-all policy that 


would cover all local and national protest 
activities, the five board members pre- 
sent, led by Richard Bachhuber and Board 
Pres. Arthur Aronson, said that they 
would prefer a policy that would allow out- 
side speakers on both sides of the con- 
troversial issue. 


No final policy was approved last night. 


School Supt. Edward Gilbert will reconsid- 
er the policy he presented last night and 
the issue will be reopened at next Monday 
night's meeting. 


"HOW CAN WE HINDER education if 


we allow speakers on both sides of an is- 
sue?" Bachhuber said. Aronson agreed 
that perhaps a greater stress should be 
placed on allowing speakers from both 
sides of an issue to speak. 


Generally, the board stressed the need 


for a more flexible policy hi which individ- 
ual principals would have greater decision 


making power. During the November Mo- 
ratorium, outside speakers or school as- 
semblies during the school day were not 
permitted. 


Most members of the audience leaned 


strongly toward a more liberalized policy, 
too. 


Steve Chappie, a faculty member at Elk 


Grove High School stressed the effect of 
the Vietnam War was "profound" and that 
a function of high school education is to 
educate the students on such controversial 
issues. 


ON THE OTHER HAND, Jack Roeser, a 


citizen who opposed high school participa- 
tion in the October Moratorium, said high 
school facilities and tune should not be 
given over to partisan controversial is- 
sues.

He 
was outargued by other officials who in- 
sisted the area needs an eight-county com- 
prehensive guide for transportation. 


Pahl noted the Chicago area began plan- 


ning for specific purposes in the 1950s. He 


said the area now needs to reorganize long 
current federal guidelines for funding. 


"I feel what the federal government Is 


telling us is to forget our past successes 
and get organized as an eight-county re- 
gion," Pahl said. 


"They (federal department) want to 


deal with one organization for funding and 
implementation," he said. 


Pahl said the St. Louis area's East-West 


Gateway Council is an example of a re- 
gional agency the federal government rec- 
ognizes as handling any St. Louis area 
problem. 


CALVIN SAWYIER,' president of the 


Metropolitan Housing and Planning Coun- 
cil, backed Pahl Up, using the question of 
a third metropolitan airport as an ex- 
ample of lack of area planning. Sawyier 
said only one man in one city hall is plan- 
ning the airport. 


He said whatever is prompting the fed- 


eral government to turn down local trans- 
portation projects is good because it forces 
the'area to recognize it has no plan. 


Sawyier was appointed to the ad hoc 


committee along with Pahl, La Grange

The Mount Prospect Historical Society is 


a s k i n g the cooperation of residents 
throughout the area served by Paddock 
Publications in obtaining information on 
land grants in Elk Grove Township. 


Cook County records go back only as far 


as the Chicago fire in 1872, although set- 
tlers moved into the township about 1834. 
The first settlers were somewhat like 
squatters because the township section 
lines were not laid out until about 1847 and 
township government was established in 
1850. 


Early claims were sold to the farmers 


directly from the United States govern- 
ment and farmers were allowed to file on 
tracts up to 160 acres or what is now 
equivalent to one section. 


Some families with many sons were able 


to amass larger tracts by filing for adja- 
cent land. The land was sold for $2 an acre 
and only one fourth of the total price had 
to be paid in cash. The farmer had to have 
a crop on the land the first growing season 
and a house on the land shortly after. 


ANY FAMILY DEED with entries be- 


fore 1872 would provide valuable informa- 
tion to an Elk Grove Township history the 
society is writing. The deeds would not 
have to leave family possession because 
information would be copied from them. 
Mrs, Robert Freund, historian of the 
society, CL 5-6175, will visit families with 
old property deeds if they will call for an 
appointment: 


Many families lived in Elk Grove from 


1847 or slightly later and while they pur- 
chased their farms from other owners, the 
information on their deeds would show 
who owned the farms before that time. 
Since many of the farms did not change 
hands again until the late 1960's, the 


society hopes area residents will have old 
family papers 'containing information even 
the couhty recorder of deeds lacks. 


A .sample deed might read — "United 


States to Charles Follensbee, receipt for 
148,48 acres, United States to Charles Fol- 
lansbee (sic) grants the premises above, 
rec. May 20,1850, for $185.60." 


IN 1852 THE population of Elk Grove 


Township was only 672 people, many of 
whom were children. In 1850 a survey of 
names along Mount Prospect Road includ- 
ed: Bourke, Aherns, C. Laging, Brandt 
Stega, Ostman, Biesterfelt, Mensching, 
Higgins. Other important names would be 
Tonne (Fred), H. Senne, Everding, Wille, 
Henjes, Page (Fred or M.E.), Walton, 
Barnes, Miner, Allen, Leander Collins, 
Whiting, Asa Davis, Horace Rice, John 
Walton, E..B. Wheeler, Shelby, Curtis, Ca- 
leb Lamb, George A. Knowles, Lucius 
Skinner. 


The society is also interested in exam- 


ining any Indian artifacts that may have 
been found in Elk Grote Township, but 
emphasizes that these items will be left 
with their owners. The location of some of 
these finds will be included in the township 
history and will be used to determine the 
site of an Indian village and mound, now 
believed to'have been located within the 
original grove.

Six shacks in which 17 Spanish-Ameri- 


cans bad been living were being burned 
yesterday by the Elk Grove Village 'Fire 
Department. 


Huge billows of black smoke could be 


seen on the north side of the village as 
firemen began to destroy the structures 
that were built years ago as homes for 
migrant farm workers. 


The shacks, one of which was classified 


as a trailer, were on the Orland Busse 
farm at 1100 Landmeier Road in the vil- 
lage. 


Firemen also were burning several 


unoccupied shacks nearby on property 
owned by Centex Corp. 


THE BUILDINGS were ordered de- 


stroyed by Fire Chief Allen Hulett follow- 
ing a Saturday morning inspection by the 
building and fire-departments. 


Hulett said he was acting on orders of 


Village Mgr. Charles Willis. 


"These are dangerous buildings," said 


Hulett yesterday. "We're going to make 
sure no one lives in them." 


Hulett said the residents of the shacks 


had been provided for by a personal check 
from Mrs. June Kuehl and a special fund 
of the fire department. 


HULETT SAID MOST of the 17 residents 


wanted to go back to Texas and that they 
had been planning to leave soon. 


Several have left and others are being 


housed temporarily, free of charge, at the 
Holiday Inn, Air Lane Motel, and Elk 
Grove Motel. 


Among occupants of the shacks were: 
Marie Rodriguez, staying at the Holiday 


Inn; Santos Mireles and two children, 15 
and 10 years old;, staying with a sister in 
Rosemont; John Perez and his wife and 
two children, 4 and 2 years old, staying at 
a motel and leaving for Texas in two 
weeks; a brother of Perez who left 
recently with his family of four for La- 
redo, Tex.; Rogelio Villarreal, who left for 
Texas; and Jesus Flores, who lived with 
three other men in the trailer, staying at a 
.motel until they can purchase a trailer. 


Hulett said most of the residents were 


employed m Centex Industrial Park. 


HULETT SAID he would not disclose the 


rent paid by the residents because of an 
agreement with the landowner, Orland 
Eusse. 


He said that Busse has "cooperated ex- 


cellently." 


. 
Hulett said the residents of the shacks 


had inadequate heating and sanitary facil- 
,ities. 


They obtained their water from the 


Busse farmhouse, about 150 yards away, 
he said. There were several outhouses 
near the shacks. 


HULETT POINTED out to a reporter 


that a fire occurred in one of the shacks 


Nov. 29, the same day of the fire at 1806 
Landmeier in which the three Arenas chil- 
dren died. 


"The fuel oil space heater caught fire," 


Hulett said. "The mother used a blanket to 
put it out but then the blanket caught on 
fire so she took it outside." 


Two children were on a bed in the 9-by- 


15-foot shack while this was happening, 
Hulett said. After the fire he said the fam- 
ily used open flame of a gas cook stove for 
heat. 
. IN ANOTHER of the shacks, Hulett 
pointed out that the space heater was only 
four inches away from a bed. Also, next to 
the space heater was a can of fuel oil. 


The stovepipe led to the ceiling which 


' had been covered by cardboard. 


"When we saw this Saturday, we de- 


cided to burn them down," he said. 


One unidentified woman at the scene 


who was taking pictures told a reporter 
that America is not a free country if fire- 
men can come in and burn down buildings. 
She took a few more pictures and left to 
visit the Busse residence. 


Hulett, who was busy filming and tape 


recording the scene as firemen burned the 
shacks, later commented: 


"If we learned anything from the Are- 


nas fire — it's let's not let it happen 
again."

opposing HB 1241, which provides for in- 
voluntary annexation of unincorporated 
areas next to municipalities. 


Composed of several Prospect Heights 


residents as well as residents from unin- 
corporated 
areas in Palatine, 
Palos 


Heights and Roselle, the "watchdog" com- 
mittee was formed early this fall. 


The committee is following iip a decision 


made by the Senate last summer to "refer 
the bill to a subcommittee for further 
study under Sen. Jack Knuepfer." At that 
time, 9,000 letters opposing the bill along 
with petitions signed by 6,000 voters were 


received by the General Assembly. 


NOW, MRS. CAYLOR has written Sena-

Jet Smoke Will End 


Those ugly streaks of black smoke 


which trail jets taking off from O'Hare In- 
ternational Airport are harmless. 


That's what the Air Transport Associ- 


ation (ATA), a service organization repre- 
senting most of the certificated airlines in 
the country says. 


In addition, the association says those 


esthetically unpleasing streaks will be dis- 
appearing in the mid-seventies until they 
are completely eliminated by the latter 
part of the decade. 


The association recently made its case 


clear in a press conference about two 
weeks after Illinois Atty. Gen. William 
Scott filed suit to force 23 airlines to in- 
stall 'air-pollution control devices on jets 
using Chicago's two major airports. 


WHAT SUBURBANITES see trailing 


jets leaving O'Hare is particulate matter 
— carbon — simply called smoke. No sul- 
fur compounds and very little carbon 
monoxide are produced by jet engine ex- 
hausts, says the ATA. ' 


The association points out that aircraft 


emit about one per cent of man-made pol- 
lutants into the atmosphere, a negligible 
percentage' when compared to industry 
and automobiles. 


The association says jet adrcraft produce 


"small amounts" of hydrocarbon and oth- 
er organic gases, aerosols (smoke), oxides 


of nitrogen and carbon monoxide. 


A report by the Department of Health, 


Education and Welfare in 1968 states that 
size and composition of carbon particles in 
jet exhaust "conveys a visual impression 
of smoke considerably out of proportion to 
the actual particulate content." 


EVEN SO, THE association says it 


wants to eliminate the particulate mat- 
ter which is familiar to the skies near 
the airport. 


• Cause of the smoke is incomplete com- 
bustion in the combustion chambers of the 
turbine engines which power the jets. Un- 
burned tiny carbon particles result in 
smoke. 
•• 


The new generation of aircraft including 


the Boeing 747 (jumbo jet), Lockheed 1011, 
and the DC-10, will not emit smoke, says 
the association. The engines have been de- 
signed and developed with combustion sys- 
tems of more advanced design. 


By the mid-1970s they will amount to 


over 10 per cent of the airlines fleet. 


Current aircraft in use such as the 


Boeing 727, Boeing 737, and DC-9, which 
use the JT8D jet engine manufactured by 
Pratt & Whitney Aircraft will be smoke- 
less by the mid-seventies. 


NEW COMBUSTION CHAMBERS have 


been made and are in the process of being 
tested over a 2% year period which is due 
to end by late 1970. 


Last year 37 engines were fitted with the 


new 
combustion 
chambers commonly 


called "burner cans." 


The association says the prime purpose 


was to determine how these new com- 
bustion chambers would operate during 
prolonged periods in the airline Environ- 
ment and to find the service life of these 
components under-day-to-day airline oper- 
ations. 


Five thousand hours are needed to test 


the engines, each fitted with nine com- 
bustion chambers. 


"This is necessary to prove whether the 


new cans last 4,000 to 6,000 hours between 
inspections — the reliability currently 
achieved with present burner cans," says 
the association. 


IF THE TEST, and it appears likely, is 


successful the new cans will be used to 
replace the old cans as the latter wear 
out. 


When manufacturers of jet 
engines 


which power the DC-8, the 707, and Con- 
vair 880, complete an appropriate smoke 
emission "fix" on their engines, the air- 
lines will undoubtedly evaluate them oper- 
ationally as well, says the association. 


Successful tests foEowed by retrofitting 


of burner cans will result in the majority 
of airline engines being smokeless by the 
mid-seventies. 


TRAILS OF BLACK SMOKE which follow jets at O'Hare 
International Airport will disappear in the mid and late 
seventies, according to the Air Transport Association. New 
combustion chambers from which imoke is emitted are 


being tested over a 2 Vi -year period and if successful will 
be retrofitted to present aircraft. New generation of air- 
craft in production has already eliminated the smoke prob- 
lem, says the ATA.

for Peace, submitted a written request to 
the village board Friday to reverse the de- 
cision. 


Esmond refused to issue the permit for' 


a parade opposing the war in Vietnam and 
the alleged Pinkville massacre because 
Powers did not file his application in ac- 
cordance with the village ordinance. 


AN. APPLICATION for a parade permit 


must be filed no later than 10 days before 
the parade is scheduled to be held, accord- 
ing to. the ordinance. Powers submitted his 
application Dec. 5 requesting a permit for 
Dec. 13. 


"The application was submitted to me 


on Friday afternoon, and I rejected it be- 
cause it had not been filed on time," Es- 
mond said. "It was my responsibility to 
stick to the limit of the law, and only the 
village .board can change any of the re- 
quirements in the ordinance." 


Powers and Richard Meteja, also a 


member of the peace organization and a 
Mount Prospect resident who teaches 
school in Chicago, met with Mayor Robert 
Teichert and village officials Saturday to 
discuss the parade permit and the possi- 
bility of waiving the minimum time re- 
quirement in the ordinance. 


"I DON'T SEE any reason to oppose 


their request," Teichert said. "I'think it is 
understandable in this case to waive the 
requirement in the ordinance.

regional transportation plan as area may- 
ors are hoping to determine the locale 
need for federal funding of transportation. 
The Northwest Municipal Conference has 
authorized a comprehensive -northwest 
suburban transportation study with ,the 
thought of getting federal funds for imple- 
mentation. 


THE AD HOC NIPC committee was in- 


structed to meet with DOT officials to 
learn what the federal government is look- 
ing for in way of transportation planning. 


Palatine Village Mgr. Berton Braun told 


the meeting the federal government is 
talking eight counties and suggesting a re- 
gional transportation plan including the 
six-county NIPC area and Lake and Por- 
ter counties in Indiana. 


Braun said the federal government also 


is thinking of one local agency adminis- 
tering the regional plan. 


Others present acknowledged NIPC, a 


six-county regional land planning agency, 
and Chicago Area Transportation Study 
(CATS) a highway planning agency, are 
not recognized 
as regional., planning 


agencies. 


GAR JONES, representing CATS, said 


his agency has a regional mass trans- 
portation plan, stating it merely needs up- 
dating and the term "regional plan" needs 
defining by the federal government. He 
was outargued by other officials who in- 
sisted the area needs an eight-county com- 
prehensive guide for transportation. 


Pahl noted the Chicago area began plan- 


ning for specific purposes in the 1950s. He 


said the area now needs to reorganize long 
current federal guidelines for funding. 


"I feel what the federal government is 


telling us is to forget our past successes 
and get organized as an eight-county re- 
gion," Pahl said. 


"They (federal department) want to 


deal with one organization for funding and 
implementation," he said. 


Pahl said the St. Louis area's East-West 


Gateway Council is an example of a re- 
gional agency the federal government rec- 
ognizes as handling any St. Louis area 
problem. 


CALVIN SAWYIER, president of the 


Metropolitan Housing and Planning Coun- 
cil, backed Pahl Up, using the question of 
a third metropolitan airport as an ex- 
ample of lack of area planning. Sawyier 
said only one man in one city hall is plan- 
ning the airport. 


He said whatever is prompting the fed- 


eral government to turn down local trans- 
portation projects is good because it forces 
the area to recognize it has no plan. 


Sawyier was appointed to the ad hoc 


committee along with Pahl, La Grange 
Village Pres. Lee Burkey; Harold Lenske, 
Chicago and North Western Railroad direc- 
tor of passenger services; and Blue Island 
Mayor Richard Withers. 


A representative of the Chicago Associ- 


ation of Commerce and Industry is to be 
appointed to the ad hoc group later. State 
Hep. Eugene Schlickman and Arlington 
Heights Village .Mgr. L. A. Hanson were 
also present for the meeting. 
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The Mount Prospect Historical Society is 


a s k i n g the cooperation of residents 
throughout the area served by Paddock 
Publications in obtaining information on 
land grants in Elk Grove Township. 


Cook County records go back only as far 


as the Chicago fire in 1872, although set- 
tlers moved into the township about 1834, 
The first settlers were somewhat like 
squatters because the township section 
lines were not laid out until about 1847 and 
township government was established in 
1850. 


Early claims were sold to the farmers 


directly from the United States govern- 
ment and farmers were allowed to file on 
tracts up to 160 acres or what is now 
equivalent to one section. 


Some families with many sons were able 


to amass larger tracts by filing for adja- 
cent land. The land was sold for $2 an acre 
and only one fourth of the total price had 
to be paid in cash. The farmer had to have 
a crop on the land the first growing season 
and a house on the land shortly after. 


ANY FAMILY DEED with entries be- 


fore 1872 would provide valuable informa- 
tion to an Elk Grove Township history the 
society is writing. The deeds would not 
have to leave family possession because 
Information would be copied from them.1 
Mrs. Robert Freund, historian of the 
society, CL 5-6175, will visit families with 
old property deeds if they will call for an 
appointment. 


Many families lived in Elk Grove from 


1847 or slightly later and white they pur- 
chased their farms from other owners, the 
information on their deeds would .show 
who owned the farms before that time. 
Since many of the farms did not change 
hands again until the late 1950's, the 


society hopes area residents will have old 
family papers containing information even 
the county recorder of deeds lacks. 


A sample deed might read — "United 


States to Charles,Follensbee, receipt for 
148.48 acres, United States to Charles Fol- 
lansbee (sic) grants the premises above, 
rec. May 20,1850, for $185,60." 


IN 1852 THE population of Elk Grove 


Township was only 672 people, many of 
whom were children. In 1850 a survey of 
names along Mount Prospect Road includ- 
ed: Bourke, Aherns, C. Laging, Brandt 
Stega, Ostman, Biesterfelt, 
Mensching, 


Higgins, Other important names would be 
Tonne (Fred), H. Senne, Everding, Wille, 
Henjes, Page (Fred or .M.E.), Walton, 
Barnes, Miner, Allen, Leander Collins, 
Whiting, Asa Davis, Horace Rice, John 
Walton, E. B. Wheeler, Shelby, Curtis, Ca- 
leb Lamb, George A. Knowles, Lucius 
Skinner. 


The society is also interested in exam- 


ining any Indian artifacts that may have 
been found in Elk Grove Township, but 
emphasizes, that these items will be left 
with their owners. The location of some of 
these finds will be included in the township 
history and will be used to determine the-' 
site of an Indian village and mound, now 
believed to have been located within the 
original grove.

Schwake, the owner of a tavern in the Elk 
Grove area. It has' been learned that he 
had a large map of local farms displayed

Six shacks in which 17 Spanish-Ameri- 


cans had been living were being burned 
yesterday by the Elk Grove Village Fire 
Department. . 


Huge billows of black smoke could be 


seen on the north side of the village as 
firemen began to destroy the structures 
that were built years ago as homes for 
migrant farm workers. ' 


The shacks, one of which was classified 


as a trailer, were on the Orland Busse 
farm at 1100 Landmeier Road in the vil- 
lage. 


Firemen 
also were burning several 


unoccupied shacks nearby on property 
owned by Centex Corp. 


THE BUILDINGS were ordered de- 


stroyed by Fire Chief Allen Hulett follow- 
'ng a Saturday morning inspection by the 
building and fire departments. 


Hulett said he was acting on orders of 


Village Mgr. Charles Willis. 


"These are dangerous buildings," said 


Hulett yesterday. "We're going to make 
sure no one lives in them." 


Hulett said the residents of the shacks 


had been provided for by a personal check 
from Mrs. June Kuehl and a special fund 
of the fire department. 


HULETT SAID MOST of the 17 residents 


wanted' to go back to Texas and that they 
had been planning to leave soon. 


Several have left and others are being 


housed temporarily, free of charge, at the 
Holiday Inn, Air Lane Motel, and Elk 
Grove Motel. 


Among occupants of the shacks were: 
Marie Rodriguez, staying at the Holiday 


Inn; Santos Mireles and two children, 15 
and 10 years old, staying with a sister in 
Rosemont; John Perez ami his wife and 
two children, 4 and 2 years old, staying at 
a motel and leaving for Texas in two 
weeks; a brother of Perez who left 
recently with his family of four for La- 
redo, Tex.; Rogelio Villarreal, who left for 
Texas; and Jesus Flores, who lived with 
three other men in the trailer, staying at a 
motel until they can purchase a trailer. 


Hulett said most of the residents were 


employed in Centex Industrial Park. 


HULETT SAID he would not disclose the 


rent paid by the residents because of an 
agreement with the landowner, Orland 
Busse. 


He said that Busse has "cooperated ex- 


cellently." 


Hulett said the residents of the shacks 


had inadequate heating and sanitary facil- 
ities. 


They obtained their water from the 


Busse farmhouse, about 150 yards away, 
he said. There were several outhouses 
near the shacks. 


HULETT POINTED out to a reporter 


that a fire occurred in one of the shacks 


Nov. 29, the same day of the fire at 1806 
Landmeier in which the three Arenas chil- 
dren died. 


"The fuel oil space heater caught fire," 


Hulett said. "The mother used a blanket to 
put it out but then the blanket caught on 
fire so she took it outside." 


Two children were on a bed in the 9-by- 


15-foot shack while this was happening, 
Hulett said. After the fire be said the fam- 
ily used open flame of a gas cook stove for 
heat. 


IN ANOTHER of the shacks, Hulett 


pointed out that the space heater was only 
four inches away from a bed. Also, next to 
the space heater was a can of fuel oil. 


The stovepipe led to the ceiling which 


had been covered by cardboard. 


"When we saw this Saturday, we de- 


cided to burn them down," he said. 


One unidentified woman at the scene 


who was taking pictures told a reporter 
that America is not a free country if fire- 
men can come in and burn down buildings. 
She took a few more pictures and left to 
visit the Busse residence. 


Hulett, who was busy filming and tape 


recording the scene as firemen burned the 
shacks,-later commented: 


"If we learned anything from the Are- 


nas fire — it's let's not let it happen 
again." 


Slate Hearings 
On Legislation 


Hearings to reevaluate a controversial 


bill dealing with annexations of unincorpo- 
rated areas will be bete in the near future 
by the state Senate municipal corporations 
committee, according to Mrs. Marie Cay- 
lor of Prospect Heights.

resident and member of the Euclid-Lake 
Homeowners Association, requested the 
Senate subcommittee again this week to 
notify her committee of the exact dates for 
the hearings on HB 1241. 


The "watchdog" group hopes to make a 


statement at the hearings in Springfield 
opposing HB 1241, which.provides for in- 
voluntary annexation of unincorporated 
areas next to municipalities. 


Composed of several Prospect Heights 


residents as well as residents from unin- 
corporated .areas in Palatine, 
Palos 


Heights and Roselle, the "watchdog" com- 
mittee was formed early this fall. 


The committee is following up a decision 


made by the Senate last summer to "refer 
the bill to a subcommittee for further 
study under Sen. Jack Knuepfer." At that 
time, 9,000 letters opposing the bill along 
with petitions signed by 6,000 voters were 


received by the General Assembly. 


NOW, MRS. CAYLOR has written Sena- 


tor Knuepfer and his subcommittee advis- 
ing them the "watchdog" committee is 
"confident that upon further inspection 
and study, you will find the proposed mea- 
sure impossible to adjust properly and sat- 
isfactorily." 


Prospect Heights members of the com- 


mittee include Mark Young, president of 
the Northwest Suburban Council of Associ- 
ations; Clyde McKerlic, Parkview Home- 
owners Association; William Richter. 
Woodview Civic Association, and Mrs. Jes- 
sica Bornstein, Rainbow Ridge Home- 
owners Association. 


Study Tour Planned 


Members of the Drainage and Clean 


Streams Committee and interested resi- 
dents will tour the Chicago Botanic Gar- 
dens in Glendale Dec. 20 to investigate 
flood-control facilities .utilized in the com- 
munity. 


Village Mgr. Virgil Barnett, who also 


will attend, mentioned that some members 
of the village board may also be on hand. 


The purpose of the trip is to study 


means of flood control similar to the Well- 
er Creek Project in Mount Prospect. 


According to a letter sent to Barnett by 


W. J. Bauer of the Chicago Horticultural 
Society, Glendale experienced floods of 
substantial size and duration without in- 
curring heavy damages or maintenance 
problems. 


Jet Smoke Will End 


Those ugly streaks of black smoke 


which trail jets taking off from O'Hare In- 
ternational Airport are harmless. 


That's what the Air Transport Associ- 


ation (ATA), a service organization repre- 
senting most of the certificated airlines in 
the country says. 


In addition, the association says those 


esthetically unpleasing streaks wiil be dis- 
appearing in the mid-seventies until they 
are completely eliminated by the latter 
part of the decade. 


The association recently made its case 


clear in a press conference about two 
weeks after Illinois Atty. Gen. William 
Scott filed suit to force 23 airlines to in- 
stall air-pollution control devices on jets 
using Chicago's two major airports. 


WHAT SUBURBANITES see trailing 


jets leaving O'Hare is particulate matter 
— carbon — simply called smoke. No sul- 
fur compounds and very little carbon 
monoxide are produced by jet engine ex- 
hausts, says the ATA. 


The association points out that aircraft 


emit about one per cent of man-made pol- 
lutants into the atmosphere, a negligible 
percentage when compared to industry 
and automobiles. 


The association says jet aircraft produce 


"small amounts" of hydrocarbon and oth- 
er organic gases, aerosols (smoke), oxides 


of nitrogen and carbon monoxide. 


A report by the Department of Health, 


Education and Welfare in 1968 states that 
size and composition of carbon particles in 
jet exhaust "conveys a visual impression 
of smoke considerably out of proportion to 
the actual particulate content." 


EVEN SO, THE association says it 


wants to eliminate the particulate mat- 
ter which is familiar to the skies near 
the airport. 


Cause of the smoke is incomplete com- 


bustion in the combustion chambers of the 
turbine engines which power the jets. Un- 
burned tiny carbon particles result in 
smoke. 


The new generation of aircraft including 


the Boeing 747 (jumbo jet), Lockheed 1011, 
and the DC-10, will not emit smoke, says 
the association. The engines have been de- 
signed and developed with combustion sys- 
tems of more advanced design. 


By the mid-1970s they will amount to 


over 10 per cent of the airlines fleet. 


Current aircraft in use such as the 


Boeing 727, Boeing 737, and DC-9, which 
use the JT8D jet engine manufactured by 
Pratt & Whitney Aircraft will be smoke- 
less by the mid-seventies. 


NEW COMBUSTION CHAMBERS have 


been made and are in the process of being 
tested over a 2% year period which is due 
to end by late 1970. 


Last year 37 engines were fitted with the 


new 
combustion chambers 
commonly 


called "burner cans." 


The association says the prime purpose 


was to determine how these new com- 
bustion chambers would operate during 
prolonged periods in the airline environ- 
ment and to find the service life of these 
components under-day-to-day airline oper- 
ations. 


Five thousand hours are needed to test 


the engines, each fitted with nine com- 
bustion chambers. 


"This is necessary to prove whether the 


new cans last 4,000 to 6,000 hours between 
inspections — the reliability 
currently 


achieved with present burner cans,1' says 
the association. 


IF THE TEST, and it appears likely, is 


successful the new cans will be used to 
replace the old cans as the latter wear 
out. 


When manufacturers of jet 
engines 


which power the DC-8, the 707, and Con- 
vair 880, complete an appropriate smoke 
emission "fix" on their engines, the air- 
lines will undoubtedly evaluate them oper- 
ationally as well, says the association. 


Successful tests followed by retrofitting 


of burner cans will result in the majority 
of airline engines being smokeless by the 
mid-seventies. 


TRAILS OF BLACK SMOKE which follow jets at O'Hare 
.International Airport will disappear in the mid and late 
seventies, according to the Air Transport Association. New 
combustion chambers from which smoke is emitted are 


being tested over a 1 Vi -year period and if successful will 
be retrofitted to'present aircraft. New generation of air- 
craft in production has already eliminated the smoke prob- 
lem, says the ATA.

Dist. 214 To Ease Protest Line? 


The High School Dist, 214 board last 


night moved slowly toward a slightly less 
restrictive policy to cover student protest 
activities. 


In considering an over-all policy that 


would cover all local and national protest 
activities, the five board members pre- 
sent, led by Richard Bachhuber and Board 
Pres. Arthur Aronson, said that they 
would prefer a policy that would allow out- 
side speakers on both sides of the con- 
troversial issue. 


No final policy was approved last night. 


School Supt. Edward Gilbert will reconsid- 
er the policy he presented last night and 
the issue will be reopened at next Monday 
night's meeting, 


"HOW CAN WE HINDER education if 


we allow speakers on both sides of an is- 
sue?" Bachhuber said. Aronson agreed 
that perhaps a greater stress should be 
placed on allowing speakers from both 
sides of an issue to speak. 


Generally, the board stressed the need 


for a more flexible policy in which individ- 
ual principals would have greater decision 
making power. During the November Mo- 


ratorium, outside speakers or school as- 
semblies during the school day were not 
permitted. 


Most members of the audience leaned 


strongly toward a more liberalized policy, 
too. 


Steve Chappie, a faculty member at Elk 


Grove High School stressed the effect of 
the Vietnam War was "profound" and that 
a function of high school education is to 
educate the students on such controversial 
issues. 


ON THE OTHER HAND, Jack Roeser, a 


citizen who opposed high school participa- 
tion in the October Moratorium, said high 
school facilities and time should not be 
given over to partisan controversial is- 
sues. He said that raising the issue of the 
Moratorium gave support to an issue 
raised by a "revolutionary group." 


The controversy about a policy to limit, 


school- participation in protest activities 
began in October when Forest View and 
Prospect High Schools held voluntary as- 
semblies to discuss the war, despite scat- 
tered citizen protest. 


IN EARLY NOVEMBER 
the school 


board decided that individual principals 
should not permit Moratorium assemblies. 
However, they did agree' to permit class- 
room discussion and after school pro- 
grams, providing that those programs 
were acceptable to individual principals. 


The November Moratorium, like the'TJc- 


tober event, was peaceful. Some class- 
room discussions were held on the war, 
but, in line with the board's decision, no in 
school assemblies were held.

Burn 6 Migrant Shacks

SLx shacks in which 17 Spanish-Ameri- 


cans had been living were being burned 
yesterday by the Elk Grove Village Fire 
Department. 


Huge billows of black smoke could be 


seen on the north side of the village as 
firemen began to destroy the structures 
that were built years ago as homes for 
migrant farm workers. 


The shacks, one of which was classified 


as a trailer, were on the Orland Busse 
farm at 1100 Landmeier Road in the vil- 
lage. 


Firemen also were burning several 


unoccupied shacks nearby on property 
owned by Centex Corp. 


THE BUILDINGS were ordered de- 


stroyed by Fire Chief Allen Hulett follow- 
ing n Saturday morning inspection by the 
building and fire departments, 


Hulett said he was acting on orders of

Hulett said the residents of the shacks 


had been provided for by a personal check 
from Mrs. June Kuehl and a special fund 
of the fire department.' 


HULETT SAID MOST of the 17 residents 


wanted to go back to Texas and that they 
had been planning to leave soon. 


Several have left and others are being 


housed temporarily, free of charge, at the 
Holiday Inn, Air Lane Motel, and Elk 
Grove Motel. 


Among occupants of the shacks were: 
Marie Rodriguez, staying at the Holiday 


Inn; Santos Mireles and two children, 15 
and 10 years old, staying with a sister in 
Rosemont; John Perez and his wife and 
two children, 4 and 2 years old, staying at 
a motel and leaving for Texas in two 
weeks; a brother of Perez who left 
recently with his family of four for La- 
redo, Tex.; Rogelio Villarreal, who left for 
Texas; and Jesus Flores, who lived with 
three other men in the trailer, staying at a 
motel until they can purchase a trailer. 


Hulett said most of the residents were . 


employed in Centex Industrial Park. 


HULETT SAID he would not disclose the 


rent paid by the residents because of an 
agreement with the landowner, Orland 
Busse. 


He said that Busse has "cooperated ex- 


cellently." 


Hulett said the residents of the shacks 


bad inadequate heating and sanitary facil- 
ities. 


They obtained their water from the 


Busse farmhouse, about 150 yards away, 
he said. There were several outhouses 
near the shacks. 


HULETT POINTED out to a reporter 


that a fire occurred in one of the shacks 
Nov. 29, the same day of the fire ait 1806 
Landmeier in which the three Arenas chil- 
dren died. 


"The fuel oil space heater caught fire," 


Hulett said. "The mother used a blanket to 
put it out but then the blanket caught on 
fire so she took it outside." 


Two children were on a bed in the 9-by- 


15-foot shack while this was happening, 
Hulett said. After the fire he said the fam- 
ily used open flame of a gas cook stove for 
heat. 


IN ANOTHER of the shacks, Hulett 


pointed out that the space heater was only 
four inches away from a bed. Also, next to 
the space heater was a can of fuel oil. 


The stovepipe led to the ceiling which 


had been covered by cardboard. 


"When we saw this Saturday, we de- 


cided to burn them down," he said. 


One unidentified woman at the scene 


who was taking pictures told a reporter 
that America is not a free country if fire- 
men can come in and burn down buildings. 
She took a few more pictures and left to 


• visit the Busse residence. 


Hulett, who was busy filming and tape 


recording the scene as firemen burned the 
shacks, later commented: 


"If we learned anything from the Are- 


nas fire — it's let's not let it happen 
again."

That's what the Air Transport Associ- 


ation (ATA), a service organization repre- 
senting most of the certificated airlines in 
the country says. 


In addition, the association says those 


esthetically unpleasing streaks will be dis- 
appearing in the mid-seventies until they, 
are completely eliminated by the latter 
part of the decade. 


The association recently made its case 


clear in a press conference about two 
weeks after Illinois Atty. Gen. William 
Scott filed suit to force 23 airlines to in- 
stall air-pollution control devices on jets 
using Chicago's two major airports. 
. 


WHAT SUBURBANITES see trailing 


jets leaving O'Hare is particulate matter 
— carbon— simply called smoke. No sul- 
fur compounds and very little carbon 
monoxide are produced by jet engine ex- 
hausts, says the ATA. 


Christmas Concert 


Scheduled Sunday 


The First Presbyterian Church of Ar- 


lington'Heights, 302 N. Dunton Ave., will 
present a concert of sacred Christmas mu- 
sic at 7 p.m. Sunday. ' 


A 25-piece orchestra, made up of mem- 


bers of the congregation, will join the five 
church choirs for the concert. The varied 
choir program will include Handel's "Mes- 
siah," as well as folk music sung to gui- 
tars. 


Three hundred singers, including small 


children, will take part in the perform- 
ance. The concert is open to the public 
without charge. 


The association points out that aircraft 


emit about one per cent of man-made pol- 
lutants into the atmosphere, u negligible 
percentage when compared to industry 
and automobiles. 


The association says jet aircraft produce 


"small amounts" of hydrocarbon and oth- 
er organic gases, aerosols (smoke), oxides 
of nitrogen and carbon monoxide. 


A report by the Department of Health, 


Education and Welfare in 1968 states that 
size .and composition of carbon particles in 
jet exhaust "conveys a visual impression 
of smoke considerably out of proportion to 
the actual particulate content." . 


EVEN SO, THE association says it 


wants to eliminate the partieulate mat- 
ter which is familiar to the skies near 
the airport. 


Cause of the smoke is-incomplete, com- 


bustion hi the combustion chambers of the 
turbine engines which power the jets. Un- 
burned tiny carbon particles result in 
smoke. 


. 
The new generation of aircraft including 


the Boeing 747 (jumbo jet), Lockheed 1011, 
and the DC-10, will not emit smoke, says 
the association. The engines have been de- 
signed and developed with combustion sys- 
tems of more advanced design. 


By the mid-1970s they wiE amount to 


over 10 per cent of the airlines fleet. 


Current aircraft in use such as the 


Boeing 727, Boeing 737, and DC-9, which 
use the JT8D jet engine.manufactured by 
Pratt & Whitney Aircraft will be smoke- 
less by the mid-seventies. 


NEW COMBUSTION CHAMBERS have 


been made and are in the process of being 
tested over a 2% year period which is due 
to end by late 1970. 


Last year 37 engines were fitted with the 


new combustion chambers 
commonly 


called "burner cans." 


The association says the prime purpose 


was to determine how these new com- 


bustion chambers would operate during 
prolonged periods in the airline environ- 
ment and to find the service life of these 
components under-day-to-day airline oper- 
ations. 


Five thousand hours are needed to test 


the engines, each fitted with nine com- 
bustion chambers. 


"This is necessary to prove whether the 


new cans last 4,000 to 6,000 hours between 
inspections — the reliability currently 
achieved with present burner cans," says 
the association. 


IF THE TEST, and it appears likely, is 


successful the new cans will be used to 
replace the old cans as the latter wear 
out. 


When manufacturers of jet 
engines 


which power the DC-8, the 707, and Con- 
vair 880, complete an appropriate smoke 
emission "fix" on their engines, the air- 
lines will undoubtedly evaluate them oper- 
ationally as well, says the association. 


Successful tests followed by retrofitting 


of burner cans will result in the majority 
of airline engines being smokeless by the 
mid-seventies.

Schneller, who owns the parking lot site,

Schneller does have an artist's conception 
of the building drawn by Arlington Heights 
architects McCarthy and Hundrieser & As- 
soc.,.113 S. Arlington Heights Road. 


JAN 7 IS THE proposed opening date for the new Schnel- 
ler Furniture store at 6-16 N. Vail. There'will be approxi- 
mately 30 display rooms in the new facility, each new dec- 
orated in a different motif.
